It  will  be  noticed  that  the  registration  for  the  past  year 
has  been  by  far  the  largest  on  record.  The  increase  is  due  in 
the  main  to  the  growth  of  the  Summer  School  and  extra-mural 
work,  and  to  the  undertaking  by  the  University  of  Courses  in 
Chartered  Accountancy. 


Changes  in  Staff- 

The  few  changes  in  the  staff  are  detailed  in  Dean  Skelton’s 
report. 
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Memorial  Tablet. 

A  bronze  memorial  tablet  containing  the  names  of  187 
men  of  Queen’s  University  who  died  in  the  war  has  found  a 
temporary  resting  place  in  Grant  Hall.  It  was  unveiled  on 
the  14th  of  December  last  by  Baron  Byng  of  Vimy,  and  it  was 
singularly  appropriate  that  this  task  should  have  been  ful¬ 
filled  by  a  leader  who  was  so  universally  beloved  in  the.  Cana¬ 
dian  Corps. 

BUILDINGS 

Stadium. 

Most  of  the  Trustees  have  already  seen  the  splendid 
stadium  which  has  been  erected  by  Mr.  James  Richardson  in 
memory  of  his  brother,  Captain  George  T.  Richardson.  No¬ 
thing  more  fitting  could  have  been  done  to  cherish  the  name 
of  a  man  who  stood  for  all  that  was  best  and  most  honourable 
in  sport.  Not  only  is  the  gift  a  noble  one  in  itself,  but  it  will 
enshrine  for  generations  of  students  the  name  of  one  who  was 
greatly  loved,  and  it  may  be  trusted  to  do  something  to  per¬ 
petuate  his  type.  No  one  who  was  present  on  the  opening  day 
will  ever  forget  the  ceremony  by  which  the  stadium  was  dedi¬ 
cated  or  the  subsequent  game  in  which,  after  years  of  striv¬ 
ing,  the  ’Varsity  team  was  decisively  beaten  by  Queen’s.  It 
was  taken,  as  indeed  it  proved  to  be,  as  an  augury  of  good 
things  in  the  realm  of  sport. 

Skating  Rink. 

The  Jock  Harty  Rink,  erected  as  a  memorial  to  another 
great  Queen’s  athlete,  was  built  last  autumn  and  was  avail¬ 
able  for  use  during  the  session.  The  vast  building  seats  3500 
and  has  standing  room  round  the  gallery  for  another  1500. 
The  total  cost  amounts  to  about  $89,000,  and  of  this  sum  there 
is  still  some  $11,000  to  be  paid,  exclusive  of  an  advance  made 
by  the  Trustees  of  $35,000.  The  rink  is  a  great  addition  to 
the  sporting  facilities  not  merely  of  the  University  but  of  the 
whole  of  Eastern  Ontario.  It  is  evident  that  the  cost  of  run¬ 
ning  it  will  be  considerable,  and  the  extent  to  which  it  will  be

a  revenue  producer  for  the  Athletic  Board  of  Control  has  yet  to 
be  determined.  Last  winter,  owing  to  depressed  labour  con¬ 
ditions,  the  attendances  were  relatively  small,  but  so  excep¬ 
tional  a  time  can  hardly  be  taken  as  a  criterion.  The  rink  has 
been  placed  upon  the  North-East  portion  of  the  campus.  For 
several  reasons  it  would  have  been  better  had  it  not  been  situ¬ 
ated  so  near  to  the  other  buildings  of  the  University,  but  the 
advantage  of  its  present  location  is  that  students  are  able,  if 
they  have  an  hour  to  spare  from  their  studies,  to  use  the  time 
in  skating. 

Central  Heating  Plant. 

In  last  year’s  Report  it  was  stated  that  a  scheme  for  in¬ 
stalling  a  Heating  Plant  on  the  water  front  was  under  con¬ 
struction.  Owing  to  a  grant  by  the  Ontario  Government  of 
$125,000,  this  scheme  is  now  being  realized,  the  Hospital  and 
the  University  combining  in  its  erection.  The  Knitting  Mill 
on  King  Street  has  been  bought  and  demolished,  and  upon  the 
site  there  is  arising  a  large  one-storey  building  which  will 
contain  in  its  eastern  end  a  Thermodynamics  Laboratory  and 
in  its  western  end  the  steam  engines  of  the  Department  of 
Mechanical  Engineering.  The  power  house  is  situated  on  the 
south  side  towards  the  water.  The  wharf  has  been  largely  ex¬ 
tended  ;  a  runway  has  been  built  by  which  coal  can  be  carried 
from  the  water  edge  to  the  boiler  house,  thus  saving  the  large 
and  continuing  expense  caused  by  the  cartage  of  coal.  A 
tunnel  500  yards  in  length  and  over  six  feet  in  height  runs 
from  the  water’s  edge  to  Fleming  Hall, which  is  the  distributing 
point  for  heat  to  the  University  plant.  The  requirements  of 
the  Hospital  and  of  the  University  differ  in  many  ways.  The 
Hospital,  of  course,  requires  heat  all  the  year  round ;  the  Uni¬ 
versity  needs  it  only  for  the  duration  of  the  winter  session. 
The  Hospital  is  to  be  heated  by  water,  while  the  University  is 
heated  by  steam.  By  the  erection  of  this  plant  a  disfigure¬ 
ment  will  be  removed  from  the  midst  of  the  University  campus 
and  the  largely  increased  boiler  capacity  will  be  able  to  take 
care  of  all  possible  building  extensions  for  many  years. 
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Kingston  General  Hospital. 

The  rebuilding  programme  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 
The  Trustees  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Ontario  Govern¬ 
ment  has  made  a  grant  to  the  University  of  $400,000  which  is 
earmarked  for  the  Kingston  General  Hospital.  The  Service 
Building  has  already  been  erected  and  is  a  most  satisfactory 
piece  of  work.  The  Empire  Wing  is  now  being  extended  by 
the  addition  of  thirty-two  rooms.  Estimates  are  being  in¬ 
vited  for  the  erection  of  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  which 
will  front  upon  King  Street.  By  another  year  the  building  of 
the  new  General  Ward  should  be  begun.  When  the  additions 
and  improvements  are  completed  the  General  Hospital  will  be 
a  very  complete  institution,  and  it  will  gather  clinical  material 
from  a  wide  area.  The  total  sum  to  be  spent  upon  the  Hos¬ 
pital  amounts  to  about  $950,000. 

New  Library. 

Eight  years  ago  Dr.  James  Douglas  gave  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity  $100,000  for  the  erection  of  a  New  Library,  a  sum  which 
he  subsequently  increased  to  $150,000.  Plans  were  prepared 
and  the  work  was  on  the  point  of  being  begun  when  the 
urgencies  of  war  made  your  Board  resolve  to  hold  its  hand. 
The  Douglas  gift  has  now,  with  accumulated  interest,  in¬ 
creased  to  about  $220,000.  To  permit  of  the  Library  building 
being  accomplished,  the  Government  of  Ontario  this  year  has 
given  a  capital  sum  of  $75,000  with  the  understanding  that 
this  gift  will  be  repeated  next  year;  $370,000  are  thus  avail¬ 
able  for  the  erection  of  the  New  Library.  The  Old  Arts  Build¬ 
ing  has  these  many  years  housed  not  only  the  library  but  also 
the  administration  offices  of  the  University  and  it  has  been 
more  and  more  felt  that  the  danger  from  fire  should  no  longer 
be  incurred.  A  building  may  be  re-erected,  but  a  library, 
which  represents  in  itself  the  efforts  of  so  many  individuals 
with  their  varying  intellectual  interests,  could  never  be  re¬ 
placed.  Should  the  records,  too,  of  the  students,  perish,  the 
loss  would  be  irreparable.  In  the  drawing,  therefore,  of  the 
plans  for  the  New  Library  provision. is  being  made  for  admin¬ 
istration  offices  as  well  as  for  books.  Eventually  an  adminis- 
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tration  building  will  have  to  be  erected,  but  for  another 
generation  it  will  be  quite  possible,  without  interfering  with 
the  work  of  the  library,  to  secure  room  in  this  new  fireproof 
building  for  the  office  staff  and  for  the  records. 

Messrs.  Shepard  and  Calvin  are  the  architects  and  Mr. 
E.  L.  Tilton  of  New  York,  who  has  had  wide  experience  in 
library  work,  is  acting  as  consultant.  The  building  is  to  be 
erected  on  University  Avenue  on  the  site  north  of  Ontario 
Hall,  and  when  finished  will  be  the  finest  edifice  on  the  cam¬ 
pus.  Large  provision  is  being  made  for  seminar  rooms  where 
small  groups  of  students  can  be  gathered  by  a  professor  for 
advanced  work,  and  in  the  stacks  themselves  there  will  be 
many  cubicles  in  which  students  can  collect  the  books  on  which 
they  are  working  and  have  tables  reserved  for  the  period 
during  which  they  are  engaged  on  a  special  subject.  The 
general  Reading  Room  which  will  accommodate  round  the 
walls  about  8,000  books,  and  have  seating  room  for  150  stu¬ 
dents,  will  be  the  main  feature  of  the  building.  The  total 
accommodation  for  books  will  be  300,000.  The  number  of 
volumes  and  pamphlets  in  the  present  library  being  85,000,  it 
will  be  many  years  before  the  library  becomes  crowded ;  and, 
in  any  case,  when  more  space  for  books  is  required,  it  can  be 
found  by  extruding  the  administrative  offices  into  a  separate 
building. 

Protection  from  Fire. 

The  burning  of  the  Curling  Rink  a  few  weeks  ago  brought 
home  to  everyone  the  danger  being  incurred  from  fire.  The 
night  on  which  the  Curling  Rink  was  destroyed  was  fortu¬ 
nately  wet  and  almost  windless.  The  students  gave  large 
assistance  to  the  fire  brigade  by  patrolling  the  roof  of  the 
Skating  Rink  and  by  extinguishing  two  incipient  blazes  on  the 
roof  of  Carruthers  Hall.  All  who  saw  the  fire  are  agreed  that 
a  great  catastrophe  was  averted  by  a  very  narrow  margin. 
Perhaps  for  this  reason  those  who  have  the  interest  of  the 
University  most  at  heart  are  more  nervous  than  usual  upon 
the  subject  of  fire,  but  the  Trustees  will  be  well  advised  in 
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insisting  that  the  arrangements  for  fighting  fire  should  be 
adequate  and  that  they  should  be  kept  in  the  best  of  order.  A 
night  watchman  has  been  engaged,  and  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  is  making  a  report  upon  the  hydrants  and  fire 
apparatus  on  the  campus. 

Finance's. 

The  Treasurer  is  presenting  a  separate  report  on  the 
Finances  of  the  University.  In  general  it  may  be  said  that  by 
the  exercise  of  great  care  the  situation  is  satisfactory  in  this, 
that  the  year  has  ended  without  a  deficit.  The  three  sources 
from  which  the  University  derives  its  revenue  are  Government 
support,  interest  on  investments,  and  students’  fees.  The 
Government  last  year  gave  a  grant  of  $210,000  and  the 
appropriation  for  this  year  is  to  remain  at  that  figure.  The 
revenue  derived  from  fees  has  increased  from  $143,500  to 
$159,000,  an  increase  due  largely  to  the  commercial  side  of 
the  Arts  Faculty.  The  revenue  from  investments  was  in  all 
$107,000,  and  under  present  conditions  of  industry  it  is 
not  to  be  expected  that  the  endowment  of  the  University  will 
be  increased.  Indeed,  with  the  heavy  Income  Tax  and  with 
the  imposition  of  progressive  death  duties,  it  is  very  question¬ 
able  whether  public  institutions  can  any  longer  look  for  such 
large  private  help  as  they  have  in  the  past  received.  The 
salaries  in  Queen’s  are  much  lower  than  those  paid  in  McGill 
and  in  Toronto  Universities,  and,  while  this  fact  is  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  extent  offset  by  the  lessened  cost  of  living  in  the 
smaller  town,  the  Trustees  have  still  to  bear  in  mind  that  there 
are  difficulties  in  maintaining  a  staff  where  neighbouring  in¬ 
stitutions  are  able  to  offer  such  much  more  favourable  induce¬ 
ments  to  a  Faculty.  It  had  been  hoped  that  the  Report  of  the 
Royal  Commission  on  University  Finances  would  have  been 
accepted,  at  all  events  in  its  main  outline,  by  the  Ontario 
Government.  At  present  indications  point  to  the  likelihood 
of  the  Report  being  shelved,  and  the  old  system  under  which 
it  has  been  impossible  to  budget  for  more  than  a  year  may 
be  perpetuated.  While  we  may  regret  that  a  report  which 
seemed  so  satisfactory  a  solution  of  an  extremely  difficult 
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problem  has  not  been  adopted,  it  would  be  ungracious  if  we 
did  not  acknowledge  the  very  substantial  help  which  the  Uni¬ 
versity  has  received  from  the  Government  of  Ontario.  The 
most  friendly  relationship  has  prevailed.  The  University  has 
recognized  that  the  Government  was  doing  all  that  it  felt  it 
could  do  under  the  present  conditions  to  aid  the  general  cause 
of  education,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Government  on  its 
side  has  felt  that  the  administration  of  Queen’s  was  such  as 
to  give  the  taxpayers  value  for  every  cent  expended.  In  the 
meantime  no  large  extensions  of  university  activity  can  be 
contemplated,  but  it  is  not  to  be  thought  of  that  the  Univer¬ 
sity  should  merely  continue  in  the  groove  in  which  it  is  at 
present  running.  Knowledge  is  increasing  every  day.  Educa¬ 
tion  is  a  vastly  more  expensive  thing  than  it  was,  nor  is  it 
possible  to  say  at  any  point  that  a  halt  shall  be  called.  It  is 
evident,  for  instance,  that  the  medical  discoveries  of  the  past 
generation  have  involved  an  enormous  increase  in  the  cost  of 
instruction.  In  all  Faculties  the  relative  importance  of  vari¬ 
ous  branches  of  study  is  constantly  changing.  It  would  not 
be  surprising,  seeing  the  extent  to  which  railroads  in  Canada 
have  been  overbuilt,  that  men  who  have  an  engineering  course 
in  view  should  turn  from  Civil  to  Electrical  or  Chemical 
Engineering.  That  does  not  mean,  however,  that  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Civil  Engineering  should  be  starved.  It  only  means 
that  those  other  departments  must  be  adequately  provided  for. 
During  the  last  year  a  genuine  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
administration  of  the  University  and  particularly  by  the 
Treasurer  to  insist  on  economies  everywhere.  As  far  as  the 
Principal  is  able  to  judge  this  policy  has  been  carried  out  with 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  staff  and 
with  no  friction  anywhere.  The  result  has  been  that  the 
aggregate  of  innumerable  economies  is  considerable,  while  the 
comfort  of  working  within  the  available  resources  is  enor¬ 
mous. 

Faculty  of  Arts. 

The  feature  of  the  work  in  this  Faculty  during  the  year 
has  been  the  large  registration  in  the  First  Year,  and  the  new 
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ground  that  has  been  broken  in  connection  with  the  work  in 
Chartered  Accountancy.  To  the  large  registration  several 
factors  have  contributed.  There  is  to  begin  with  an  increasing 
sense  of  the  value  of  a  general  education.  Then  the  Combined 
Course  in  Medicine  gives  so  much  for  the  extra  year  which  it 
involves  that  many  men  are  seeking  the  dual  degree.  It  is 
an  encouraging  thing  when  the  Arts  Faculty  prospers,  for  it 
is  the  Arts  training  which  is  the  fundamental  thing  in  any 
University  life.  The  work  in  Accountancy  is  a  legitimate 
development  of  the  extra-mural  system.  Extra-mural  work 
began  in  the  effort  to  direct  the  studies  of  those  students  who 
were  compelled  to  remain  out  during  a  winter.  It  was  then 
taken  advantage  of  by  teachers  unable  to  break  their  life  work 
for  several  consecutive  years;  and  finally  it  has  come  to  be 
one  of  the  most  valuable  services  which  the  University  has 
been  able  to  render  the  community.  Out  of  the  extra-mural 
work  in  Arts  arose  the  Banking  Courses,  and  now  following 
upon  the  Banking  Courses  there  has  come  this  interesting 
experiment,  referred  to  in  Dean  Skelton’s  report,  in  the  train¬ 
ing  of  chartered  accountants.  The  Department  of  Economics 
has  during  the  winter  been  more  than  once  wellnigh  swamped 
by  the  extra  labour  that  this  Course  has  involved.  By  another 
year  it  will  have  become  more  or  less  standardized  and  it  will 
have  gathered  to  itself  a  more  numerous  staff.  It  is  of  the  ut¬ 
most  importance  that  the  work  be  adequately  done  and  we  may 
expect  that  through  it  the  University  will  gain  a  host  of 
friends.  The  Summer  School,  for  which  Kingston  gives  so 
many  facilities,  is  becoming  increasingly  important,  and  here 
again,  in  a  perfectly  natural  way,  the  work  is  developing  along 
lines  which  hold  out  more  and  more  promise.  Honour  courses 
are  being  added,  and  as  far  as  possible  attention  is  being 
given  to  the  suggestions  of  the  students  who  are  most  of  them 
mature  and  know  definitely  what  they  want. 

Wide  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  institution  of  the 
Research  School  of  History  in  Ottawa  which  Professor 
Morison  is  to  conduct  with  the  co-operation  of  Dr.  Adam 
Shortt,  Dr.  Doughty,  and  others.  Work  there  is  to  be  carried 
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on  during  the  summer  months  and  students  will  have  access 
to  the  Archives.  The  possibilities  of  first  hand  work  are 
many,  and  a  movement  of  this  kind  may  be  expected  to  have 
its  developments. 

Faculty  of  Applied  Science. 

The  removal  of  a  large  part  of  the  plant  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Mechanical  Engineering  to  the  water  front  will  leave 
more  room  for  Electrical  Engineering.  The  Finance  and 
Estates  Committee  have  made  substantial  grants  both  for 
Electrical  Engineering  and  for  Hydraulics.  The  work  in 
Hydraulics  has  hitherto  been  carried  on  with  inadequate 
apparatus,  but  now,  with  the  new  location  of  the  Laboratory 
upon  the  edge  of  the  lake,  it  should  be  possible  to  give  much 
more  extended  training.  Electrical  Engineering  has  had  little 
assistance  given  to  it  for  quite  a  number  of  years  and  the  in¬ 
struments  now  to  be  purchased  are  essential  if  the  training 
is  to  be  adequate.  Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that 
the  old  frame  building,  which  contains  the  Milling  Stamp,  is 
in  extremely  bad  repair,  and  indeed  almost  beyond  repair.  A 
new  habitation  for  this  mining  work  will  soon  have  to  be 
found,  and  modern  methods  of  laboratory  practice  require 
machinery  occupying  less  space  than  that  covered  by  the 
present  apparatus. 

Faculty  of  Medicine. 

The  restriction  in  the  number  of  students  entering  the 
First  Year  is  working  admirably  and  there  is  sufficient  clini¬ 
cal  material  to  give  the  students  adequate  training.  That  the 
teaching  has  been  satisfactory  has  been  evidenced  by  the  re¬ 
markable  place  taken  by  Queen’s  men  in  the  examinations, 
open  to  students  of  all  Canadian  Universities,  of  the  Dominion 
Medical  Council.  The  progress  in  this  Faculty  is  being  satis¬ 
factorily  maintained  and  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Es¬ 
tates  as  well  as  the  Senate  were  disappointed  with  the  report 
drawn  up  in  May  last  of  the  Secretary  of  Educational  Branch 
of  the  American  Medical  Association.  The  general  opinion  was 
that  this  report  did  not  represent  conditions  as  they  are  and  a 


reply  was  drawn  up  with  the  greatest  care  by  a  Committee 
representative  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Senate.  It  was  felt 
that  injustice  had  been  done  to  Queen’s  University.  Criticisms 
relating  to  secondary  education  in  Canada  were  made  to  apply 
particularly  to  Queen’s  Medical  School,  and  it  was  assumed 
that  there  was  one  invariable  standard  to  which  all  medical 
education  must  conform.  While  this  formal  reply  was  made 
to  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  best  answer  of  all  was 
given  by  the  students  themselves  when  three  Queen’s  men 
came  first  in  the  examinations  already  referred  to. 

Other  Activities. 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Art  and  Public  Lectures.  Several  concerts  of  the  highest 
quality  were  given  throughout  the  winter  and  were  educative 
not  merely  of  the  student  body  but  also  of  the  whole  com¬ 
munity.  The  work  of  such  a  Committee  is  all  the  more  neces¬ 
sary  in  that  Kingston  is  somewhat  isolated.  Unless  an  effort 
is  made  to  secure  them,  great  musicians  hasten  from  Montreal 
to  Toronto  without  breaking  their  journey.  The  lectures  have 
been  a  success  as  has  been  witnessed  to  by  the  debate  to 
which  they  have  given  rise. 

Student  Government. 

It  is  evident  that  the  machinery  of  Student  Government 
can  stand  still  as  little  as  any  other  part  of  University  work. 
Of  recent  years  the  Faculty  Societies  have  become  increasingly 
strong,  while  the  attendance  at  the  Alma  Mater  Society  had 
tended  to  diminish.  But  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Alma  Mater 
Society  will  retain  its  strength  and  its  pre-eminence.  The 
students  themselves  are  looking  about  for  a  method  which 
may  increase  interest  in  the  meetings  of  the  Alma  Mater 
Society,  and  make  the  elections  a  matter  not  of  the  relative 
strength  of  Faculties,  but  of  the  setting  forth  of  questions  of 
policy.  The  Senate  is  anxious  to  stand  behind  the  Alma 
Mater  Society  and  to  strengthen  its  hands.  An  effort  was 
made  by  several  students  during  last  winter  to  remain  outside 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society.  That  difficulty  is 
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being  met  by  the  insertion  in  the  new  Calendar  of  a  clause 
which  explicitly  declares  that  every  student  upon  registration 
becomes  a  member  of  and  amenable  to  Student  Government. 
Queen’s  has  been  suffering,  as  some  other  Universities,  from 
the  intrusion  of  social  activities  upon  study.  It  is  difficult  to 
deal  with  such  a  situation  other  than  by  insisting  that  exami¬ 
nation  standards  be  fully  maintained.  Evidence  is  not  lacking 
of  the  fact  that  the  students  themselves  realize  that  their  social 
activities  are  becoming  stereotyped  and  comparatively  con¬ 
fined  in  their  range.  The  Staff  are,  however,  agreed  that  the 
work  of  the  student  body  as  a  whole  has  been  admirable. 

Athletics. 

The  senior  football  team  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  George 
Awrey  all  but  won  the  Intercollegiate  Championship.  We 
beat  and  were  beaten  by  both  McGill  and  Varsity,  and  finally 
lost  the  championship  only  by  one  point.  Practically  the 
same  team  will  be  available  next  winter,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  long  run  of  ill  fortune  will  be  broken.  One  main  difficulty 
in  competing  with  the  larger  Universities  is  the  tenuity  of 
our  athletic  finance.  As  arrangements  are  at  present  a  good 
Queen’s  team,  which  may  draw  enormous  gates  in  Montreal 
or  Toronto  has  no  share  in  the  proceeds  of  these  games.  The 
Athletic  Board  of  Control  has  thus  a  difficult  proposition  to 
face  in  securing  from  the  comparatively  small  population  of 
Kingston  sufficient  funds  to  carry  on  its  activities  With  rail¬ 
way  expenses  as  high  as  they  are  at  present,  the  sending  of 
teams  from  home  is  a  serious  matter,  and  the  policy  is  being 
adopted  of  confining  the  athletic  effort  to  the  one  or  two  sports 
in  which  success  is  probable.  It  would  be  well  if  more  could 
be  done  to  encourage  the  personal  participation  in  athletics 
by  the  whole  student  body.  One  good  football  team,  or  two 
or  three  good  football  teams,  may  leave  the  great  majority  of 
the  students  upon  the  side  lines  for  the  whole  season.  Any¬ 
thing  that  would  encourage  year  games  and  Inter-Faculty 
games  would  be  well  worth  doing.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  is 
those  minor  games  which  often  afford  the  greatest  pleasure 
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to  the  spectators.  Perhaps  in  a  non-residential  University  it 
is  impossible  to  secure  general  participation  in  athletics;  at 
present,  however,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  athletic  fee 
contributed  by  all  the  students  goes  rather  to  the  support  of 
the  University  teams  than  to  the  general  development  of  the 
instinct  of  sport. 

CLAMANT  NEEDS 

Students’  Union. 

Corporate  student  life  can  hardly  be  expected  to  deepen 
until  the  students  have  a  Union  which  will  form  the  focus  of 
all  their  activities.  At  present  the  Faculties  hold  together 
well,  but  more  intercourse  between  the  Faculties  would  be  all 
to  the  good  of  the  University.  Toronto  has  an  enormous  asset 
in  Hart  House  as  McGill  has  in  Strathcona  Hall.  Something 
*  very  much  simpler  would  suit  student  life  in  Kingston  and  the 
benefit  of  a  Union  would  be  inestimable.  It  was  hoped  that 
the  funds  raised  for  the  War  Memorial  might  be  adequate  for 
the  erection  of  such  a  building,  but  up  to  this  time  the  response 
has  not  been  great  nor  are  the  times  propitious  for  the  raising 
of  money.  A  students’  Union  might  very  well  be  the  next  main 
effort  of  the  friends  of  Queen’s.  Nothing  would  do  the  stu¬ 
dent  life  more  good. 

Women’s  Residence  and  Union. 

The  Alumnae  have  now  raised  something  like  $70,000,  as 
the  result  of  their  heroic  and  long  continued  campaign.  When 
$80,000  is  reached  they  can  claim  another  $80,000  from  the 
Trustees  and  so  it  is  confidently  expected  that  by  next  year  a 
Women’s  Residence  and  Union  may  be  well  under  way.  In  the 
meantime  your  Finance  and  Estates  Committee  has  purchased 
the  residence  of  Dean  Goodwin  to  take  the  place  of  the  Avon- 
more,  the  tenancy  of  which  has  to  be  given  up  in  1923.  The 
feeling  of  the  Alumnae  is  that  the  College  spirit  is  more  likely 
to  be  fostered  by  several  Residences  for  Women  than  by  one 
large  institution  where  it  is  difficult  to  maintain  the  family 
spirit. 
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Committee  on  Finance  and  Estate. 

I  should  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  general  body  of 
Trustees  to  the  heavy  task  so  willingly  undertaken  and  so  ably 
carried  out  by  your  Committee  on  Finance  and  Estate.  But  a 
few  years  ago  the  meetings  of  this  Committee  were  infrequent 
and  the  business  to  be  dealt  with  comparatively  simple.  Now 
the  Committee  is  the  Executive  of  a  most  complicated  organi- 
ation.  Frequent  and  long  continued  meetings  are  required; 
momentous  decisions  have  to  be  made  and  much  responsibility 
to  be  incurred  by  this  small  group  of  men.  The  burden  can¬ 
not  be  delegated  unless  more  frequent  meetings  of  the  whole 
Trustee  body  are  to  be  held.  The  smooth  working  of  the 
University  administration  is  due  not  only  to  the  ability  with 
which  the  affairs  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  Estates 
are  carried  on  but  also  to  the  close  personal  touch  which  the 
members  of  that  Committee  have  with  the  staff.  The  fact 
that  this  intercourse  is  so  informal  and  that  it  arises  out  of 
the  general  fellowship  of  a  small  city  makes  it  all  the  more 
real.  Everyone  connected  with  Queen’s  is  living  “Queen’s  all 
the  time.”  The  institution  claims  the  best  that  men  can  give 
it,  and  it  may  confidently  be  asserted  that  the  service  it 
receives  is  the  service  of  affection.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEAN  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  ARTS 

The  past  session  has  not  been  marked  by  many  changes 
in  the  staff  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts.  The  appointment  of 
Thomas  Seccombe  (Oxford),  as  head  of  the  Department  of 
English,  and  H.  M.  Reynolds  (Harvard)  to  a  temporary  lec¬ 
tureship  in  the  same  department,  the  return  of  J  A.  McRae 
(Queen’s)  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry,  after  completing 
a  graduate  course  in  Manchester,  and  the  appointment  of 
W.  V.  Ball  (Toronto)  assistant  professor  of  Physics,  and 
Stanley  Smith  (Cambridge)  as  assistant  professor  in  Geology 
and  Mineralogy,  the  resignation  of  Garfield  Keill  (Queen’s)  as 
lecturer  in  Classics  at  Christmas,  met  by  the  appointment  of 
Miss  May  Macdonnell  (Queen’s),  have  been  the  chief  new 
developments. 

The  resignation  of  Professor  Mitchell,  after  fifteen  years 
of  service  in  Queen’s,  to  take  effect  at  the  end  of  this  session, 
has  been  received  with  wide  regret.  Professor  Campbell  will 
be  absent  on  leave  in  France  during  the  coming  year.  Vice- 
Principal  Watson  is  completing  his  fiftieth  year  of  teaching 
in  Queen’s,  a  record  rarely  equalled  either  in  duration  or  in 
the  width  and  depth  of  the  influence  exerted.  A  Committee 
of  the  Faculty  is  editing  a  volume  of  essays  by  former  col¬ 
leagues  and  associates  of  Dr.  Watson,  and  by  holders  of  other 
Chairs  of  Philosophy  in  Canada,  to  be  presented  to  him  next 
Fall. 

The  registration  of  students  in  Arts  showed  a  notable 
increase  during  the  year.  To  some  extent  this  increase  is  of 
a  temporary  character;  the  fact  that  during  the  past  session 
the  entrance  standards  in  Applied  Science  have  been  higher 
by  the  requirement  of  three  subjects  of  Honour  in  addition  to 
Pass  Matriculation,  and  that  in  Medicine  a  pass  in  the  twelve 
papers  of  Pass  Matriculation  has  been  required  as  against  a 
minimum  of  ten  for  Arts  students,  has  resulted  in  a  certain 
number  of  men  entering  Arts  to  complete  the  entrance  re¬ 
quirements  for  the  other  Faculties.  As  noted  later,  this  situa¬ 
tion  has  now  been  changed.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  in- 
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crease  in  registration  has  been  normal  and  merely  an  indica¬ 
tion,  as  the  experience  of  the  whole  continent  in  the  last  ten 
years  shows,  of  what  may  be  anticipated  as  the  secondary 
schools,  particularly  with  compulsory  attendance  required  to 
the  age  of  sixteen,  bring  a  steadily  larger  proportion  of  the 
young  people  of  the  country  to  the  threshold  of  the  university, 
and  as  the  universities  relate  themselves  more  closely  to  all 
sides  of  the  national  life. 

The  recent  re-organization  of  the  High  School  curriculum, 
to  permit  more  flexible  plans  of  work,  and  the  proposal  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  to  make  at  least  three  subjects  of 
Honour  Matriculation  obligatory  for  entrance  into  Arts,  led 
to  the  further  consideration  of  the  problem  of  matriculation 
by  the  Ontario  Universities  Conference.  Queen's  was  in  favor 
of  increasing  the  content  and  standards  of  the  matriculation 
examination,  but  opposed  any  uniform  requirement  of  Honour 
work,  on  the  double  ground  that  this  would  discriminate 
against  quality  of  work.  At  the  December  Conference  a  solu¬ 
tion  was  reached  by  the  agreement  to  set  up,  from  1923  on¬ 
ward,  alternative  standards:  candidates  for  entrance  will  be 
required  to  pass  in  two  subjects  of  Honour  as  well  as  full 
Pass  Matriculation,  75%  in  four,  or  66%  in  six  of  the  twelve 
papers.  Representatives,  familiar  with  the  work  of  the 
smaller  schools  expressed  themselves  as  satisfied  with  these 
requirements.  It  is  possible  that  some  difficulty  will  be  ex¬ 
perienced  in  compiling  and  passing  upon  the  somewhat  more 
complicated  records,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  change  will  bring 
a  distinct  improvement  in  the  preparation  of  students  entering 
the  university  which  will  much  outweigh  any  administrative 
difficulties.  In  addition,  the  four  Universities  have  agreed  to 
require  for  admission  to  Arts,  beginning  1922,  a  pass  in  twelve 
instead  of  in  ten  papers  as  at  present. 

There  have  been  no  material  changes  in  the  organization 
of  the  Arts  work.  The  changes  made,  two  sessions  earlier,  in 
lengthening  the  teaching  year,  dividing  it  into  semesters, 
establishing  a  three-hour  class  unit,  and  providing  for  greater 
concentration,  in  any  two  subjects,  and  for  more  private  work 
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than  previously,  have  now  been  fully  tested.  There  are  some 
drawbacks,  but  on  the  whole  the  advantages  of  the  change 
have  been  found  clear  and  decisive. 

With  the  increase  in  numbers  and  with  what  seems  to 
most  men  of  professorial  age  the  growing  frivolousness  of  a 
proportion  of  the  rising  generation,  the  task  of  maintaining 
and  improving  standards  of  quality  in  student  work  is  of  no 
little  difficulty.  The  essential  factor  in  keeping  these  stand¬ 
ards  high  is  and  must  always  be  the  scholarship  and  vital 
interest  of  the  teaching  staff.  Something  may  be  done,  how¬ 
ever,  particularly  as  to  the  laggards,  by  more  stringent  ad¬ 
ministrative  pressure.  The  Faculty  has  recently  made  more 
stringent  regulations  as  to  failures.  The  present  rule  is :  “A 
student  whose  record  is  not  satisfactory,  may  be  required  to 
drop  part  of  his  work  or  to  change  his  Course.  The  Faculty 
may  require  a  student,  who  fails  to  •  pass  in  at  least  three 
courses  in  any  of  the  first  three  years,  to  leave  the  University, 
and  will  so  require  if  the  failure  is  repeated.”  A  Committee 
of  the  Faculty  considers  all  such  cases  individually,  the  Dean 
interviews  all  students  falling  below  a  certain  grade,  and  the 
Faculty  passes  upon  the  recommendations  made.  As  a  result 
of  the  April  and  September  examinations  of  last  year,  six 
students  were  required  to  discontinue  their  course,  and  in 
January  five  were  asked  to  withdraw,  having  shown  them¬ 
selves  either  incapable  of  or  unwilling  to  work. 

The  extra-mural  enrolment  continues  large.  The  success 
of  the  Summer  School  under  Dr.  MacClement’s  unwearying 
direction  has  now  been  supplemented  by  an  effective  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  general  extra-mural  administration  by  Mr.  E.  H. 
Morrow  who  has  filled  the  post  of  Director  of  Extension  Work 
to  good  purpose  during  the  past  year;  Mr.  Morrow  is  resign¬ 
ing,  to  take  a  teaching  post  in  Western  University,  but  the 
prospects  are  good  for  a  continuation  of  this  very  necessary 
work  in  other  hands. 

The  number  of  students  carrying  on  graduate  studies  is 
now  substantial.  The  Faculty  of  Arts  and  the  Senate  this 
session  revised  thoroughly  the  Courses  for  the  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
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degrees.  Provision  has  now  been  made  by  the  Trustees  for 
four  fellowships,  of  which  one  may  be  a  travelling  fellowship, 
to  be  awarded  to  graduates  with  Honour  B.A.  standing  from 
Queen’s  or  equivalent  standing  elsewhere;  Miss  Mildred  Hal- 
lett  has  been  appointed  to  a  travelling  fellowship,  and  Miss 
Agnes  McKercher  and  Mr.  R.  W.  Cumberland  to  resident  fel¬ 
lowships.  It  will  be  desirable  to  effect  next  year  some  more 
definite  organization  of  the  students  carrying  on  post¬ 
graduate  Courses. 

The  Commerce  Courses,  which  consist  substantially  of 
two  years  general  Arts  work,  one  year  Economics  and  one 
year  in  specialized  Commerce  subjects  are  taking  effective 
shape.  In  addition  to  the  regular  degree  courses,  two  exten¬ 
sion  departments  are  now  carried  on.  The  Courses  in  Bank¬ 
ing  conducted  in  co-operation  with  the  Canadian  Bankers’ 
Association,  have  now  been  paralleled  by  new  correspondence 
courses  in  Accounting,  which  are  being  established  by  Queen’s 
in  co-operation  with  the  Institute  of  Chartered  Accountants 
of  Ontario.  These  courses  will  be  obligatory  on  all  Ontario 
C.A.  candidates,  and  open  to  candidates  from  other  provinces ; 
the  enrolment  is  at  present  271.  The  supervising  and  organiz¬ 
ing  of  these  two  extension  courses,  as  well  as  the  regular 
intra-mural  work,  has  fallen  on  Professor  W.  C.  Clark. 

It  was  with  the  greatest  pleasure  that  the  Faculty  of 
Arts  learned  that  the  Library  is  soon  to  be  a  reality.  The 
great  increase  in  general  reading  by  the  students  since  the 
establishment  of  the  temporary  library  consulting  rooms  has 
given  a  foretaste  of  what  may  be  expected  from  an  adequate 
and  modern  library.  With  the  rapid  rise  in  book  prices  and 
binding  costs,  the  necessity  of  increased  library  appropriations 
becomes  pressing.  The  new  developments  also  suggest  the 
advisability  of  considering  whether  partial  or  complete  courses 
in  Library  administration  could  be  given  to  some  of  our 
women  students  in  conjunction  with  their  Arts  work.

As  was  expected,  the  attendance  in  the  first  year  was 
considerably  below  normal  owing  to  the  new  Matriculation 
requirement,  but,  in  spite  of  the  financial  depression,  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  next  year  will  show  a  decided  increase. 

Changes  in  Courses. 

The  changes  in  courses  announced  in  1921  have  now  had 
a  year’s  trial  and  it  is  evident  that  the  move  for  reduction  of 
the  number  of  hours  in  a  student’s  day  has  been  beneficial. 

Attendance. 

The  attendance  on  the  regular  lectures  and  laboratory 
work  has  been  exceptionally  good  during  the  past  year.  The 
system  of  checking  absences  has  been  developed  and  students 
are  notified  of  delinquencies  early  so  that  the  number  of  cases 
of  excessive  absences  is  small. 
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Mechanical  Engineering. 

This  summer  all  steam  equipment  will  be  moved  from 
Fleming  Hall  to  the  new  power  plant.  This  will  include  one 
air  compressor,  one  steam  engine,  one  condenser,  injector 
testing  equipment  and  indicator  calibrating  apparatus.  Be¬ 
sides  these,  there  will  be  in  the  new  plant  two  small  steam 
turbine  units  driving  centrifugal  pumps,  one  of  which  will 
always  be  available  for  demonstration.  There  will  be  two 
500  horse  power  boilers  equipped  with  superheaters  and  the 
information  to  be  gained  from  study  of  long  distance  trans¬ 
mission  of  steam  will  be  most  valuable. 

The  present  quarters  in  the  Mechanical  laboratory  will 
be  utilized  for  the  internal  combustion  engines.  When  com¬ 
pleted  the  opportunities  for  our  Mechanical  Engineering  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  unique  and  for  efficiency  and  utility  in  teaching 
unsurpassed. 

Electrical  Engineering. 

The  Electrical  Engineering  department  will  benefit  also 
from  the  change  in  the  heating  plant. 

The  present  engine  room  will  become  another  laboratory 
containing : 

30  horse  power  2200  volt,  3-phase  synchronous  motor 
direct  connected  to  two  110  volt  kilowatt  compound  genera¬ 
tors,  with  the  necessary  control  panels.  This  provides  another 
synchronous  machine  for  use  with  the  kilovolt  ampere  gen¬ 
erator  in  Laboratory  No.  2. 

A  35  horse  power  220  volt,  direct  current  motor,  supplied 
from  the  main  bus  bar  will  drive  a  double  current  generator 
which  will  provide  all  power  needed  in  the  laboratories. 

City  power  3-phase  110-220  volts  will  be  made  available. 

The  end  room  in  the  basement  (north-west)  will  be 
equipped  with  several  small  alternating  current  and  direct 
current  machines. 

The  wireless  room  which  was  put  in  commission  this 
winter  will  be  ready  for  radiophone  transmission  by  next  Sep¬ 
tember,  over  a  250  mile  radius.  The  Radio  Club  will  send  out 
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reports  of  all  football  and  hockey  matches  and  transmit  any 
of  the  concerts  in  Grant  Hall. 

Geology. 

Professor  M.  B.  Baker  has  completed  a  geological  report 
and  a  geological  map  of  the  County  of  Leeds,  and  these  are 
being  published  with  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Mines  for  Ontario,  1921.  This  report  and  map  connect  up  with 
a  similar  piece  of  field  work  and  report,  made  for  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Mines  and  published  in  the  Annual  Report  for 
1916.  These  should  be  of  the  greatest  value  to  geological 
students  of  Queen's  in  future  and  to  visiting  geologists  or 
others  in  the  vicinity  of  Kingston,  or  the  Thousand  Islands. 

Hydraulic  Laboratory. 

The  University  authorities  have  approved  of,  and  have 
voted  a  sum  toward  the  establishment  of  an  hydraulic  labora¬ 
tory  in  the  old  brick  storehouse  on  the  west  end  of  the 
University  Dock  on  King  St.  This  was  formerly  the  property 
of  the  Kingston  Knitting  Mill 

It  is  intended  to  use  the  southerly  end  of  this  storehouse 
as  the  laboratory.  This  arrangement  makes  it  possible  to 
pump  the  water  needed  for  experimental  purposes  directly 
from  the  lake  by  means  of  a  pump  in  the  building  itself.  From 
the  pump  the  water  will  be  forced  to  a  tank  in  the  upper  storey 
in  which  will  be  placed  an  experimental  reaction  turbine. 
From  the  turbine  the  water  will  discharge  into  a  basin  on  the 
lower  floor,  whence  it  will  pass  by  means  of  a  small  concrete 
flume  some  thirty  feet  long  to  the  measuring  tank.  The 
measuring  tank  will  be  placed  in  the  pump  well,  from  which 
the  water  will  be  drawn  in  the  first  place.  Besides  this  main 
circuit  for  the  water,  other  branch  lines  will  be  used  for  the 
study  of  pipe  flow,  meters,  etc.  A  Pelton  impulse  wheel  will 
be  established  on  the  ground  floor.  The  study  of  orifice  flow, 
weirs,  etc.,  will  be  done  by  means  of  the  open  tanks  and  flume. 

While  this  plant  is  in  no  way  elaborate  it  will  enable 
excellent  work  to  be  done  in  the  ordinary  lines  of  experimental 
hydraulics  and  for  demonstrations.  The  extreme  adaptability 
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of  the  building  and  the  good  location  beside  the  lake  will  make 
it  easy  to  arrange  for  any  experimental  work  within  the  limits 
of  the  capacity  of  the  pumps. 

In  this  connection  it  is  desired  to  acknowledge  the  gen¬ 
erosity  of  the  William  Kennedy  &  Son  Co.  of  Owen  Sound  in 
presenting  the  University  with  a  six  inch  New  American 
Turbine,  loaning  another  of  the  same  type  and  promising  one 
of  a  newer  type  which  is  now  being  developed. 

Mr.  J.  M.  Campbell  of  Kingston  has  kindly  given  per¬ 
mission  for  the  senior  students  in  Hydraulics  to  test  the 
Kingston  Mills  plant  which  supplies  power  to  the  city. 

Mining  and  Metallurgy. 

The  present  mill  building  is  of  frame  construction  and  is 
now  showing  decided  signs  of  deterioration.  During  the  last 
few  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  replace  part  of  the  flooring 
which  had  become  so  rotten  that  it  collapsed.  The  vibration 
of  the  interior  structure,  supporting  shafting,  etc.,  has  become 
so  great,  when  the  machinery  is  running,  that  it  will  have  to 
be  braced  and  reinforced  this  year.  In  all  probability  these 
conditions  will  rapidly  become  worse  in  the  future. 

The  equipment  in  the  present  mill  is  not  well  balanced 
and  some  of  it  is  about  worn  out.  It  is  also  not  well  suited  for 
teaching  purposes  or  preliminary  testing  of  small  lots  of  ore. 

It  is  suggested  that  consideration  be  now  given  as  to 
what  shall  be  done  in  the  future,  when,  it  is  feared,  the  present 
mill  must  be  replaced.  The  following  plan  is  offered  and  it  is 
suggested  that  any  immediate  changes  and  additions  be  done 
with  this  in  view. 

Instead  of  the  present  large  machines  the  mill  equipment 
should  consist  of  (a)  A  number  of  miniature  laboratory  size 
machines  in  sufficient  number  that  students  will  be  able  to 
do  individual  work  and  make  tests  on  small  sized  lots  of  ore. 
(b)  An  equipment  of  £  sized  machines  such  as  would  make  it 
possible  to  make  complete  tests  on  ores.  During  the  last  few 
years  a  few  machines  of  type  (a)  have  been  purchased  but 
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more  are  needed,  as  well  as  a  more  convenient  arrangement 
of  these  on  hand.  As  regards  type  (b)  some  machines  would 
have  to  be  purchased  but  much  of  the  machinery  on  hand 
could  be  used.  Some  of  the  machines  of  both  types  could  be 
built  in  the  College  shops  or  made  from  reconstructed  present 
equipment. 

The  present  mill  building  is  about  44'  x  86',  inside  dimen¬ 
sions,  and  has  two  floors  and  a  storage  loft.  Not  all  of  this  is 
used  for  mill  purposes,  but  the  minimum  size  for  the  above 
equipment  is  40'  x  60'. 

During  the  past  session  there  were  twenty-four  students 
in  the  milling  class  and  the  equipment  was  inadequate  for 
good  teaching.  Next  session  it  is  expected  there  will  be  from 
thirty-two  to  thirty-six  students.  Provision  has  been  made 
in  the  departmental  estimates  for  a  few  new  laboratory  ma¬ 
chines.  The  addition  of  these  will  not  be  sufficient  to  handle 
the  class  next  year,  but,  in  view  of  the  heavy  expenditures  to 
be  made  on  equipment  in  other  departments  estimates  have 
been  kept  down  to  the  minimum. 

Chemical  Engineering. 

While  the  congestion  in  Chemical  Engineering  will  not 
get  very  much  worse  for  a  few  years,  it  will  remain  acute 
until  there  are  larger  quarters  for  this  work.  Increased  ac¬ 
commodation  for  advanced  students  and  space  for  the  larger 
pieces  of  apparatus  are  necessary  for  good  work.  At  present 
the  work  is  being  carried  on  under  great  difficulties. 

Physics. 

As  was  pointed  out  last  year,  the  Department  of  Physics 
is  handicapped  by  the  small  number  of  rooms  available  for  its 
work.  The  amount  of  research  work  is  increasing  rapidly 
and  there  is  no  more  room  available.  Several  men  are  forced 
to  use  the  same  small  room  to  the  detriment  of  the  research 
efforts.  If  the  research  output  is  to  be  increased,  additional 
and  better  rooms  will  be  necessary. 
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The  Engineering  Society. 

The  Engineering  Society  has  been  as  usual  a  real  factor 
in  the  success  of  the  work  of  the  session.  This  Society  is  an 
active,  efficient  organization,  fortunate  in  its  choice  of  officers, 
and  has  exercised  its  power  in  wise  ways  to  the  benefit  of  all 
concerned.

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MEDICAL  FACULTY,  ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  APRIL  30th,  1922. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen, — On  behalf  of  the  Medical  Faculty  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  as  follows : — 


1.  Registration. 

First  year  .  52 

Second  year .  58 

Third  year .  70 

Fourth  year  .  36 

Fifth  year  . 43 


Total .  259 


Those  registered  in  the  first  and  second  years  are  in  the 
six  year  course.  More  applications  for  admission  were  re¬ 
ceived  than  could  be  accepted,  as  the  policy  of  limiting  the 
classes  to  fifty  has  been  followed.  It  may  be  necessary  to 
limit  the  number  in  the  first  and  second  years  still  further  to 
provide  room  in  the  advanced,  classes  for  those  admitted  to 
the  second  year  from  the  combined  course  of  Arts  and  Medi¬ 
cine. 

2.  Faculty. 

No  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  personnel 
of  the  Faculty.  There  is  great  need  for  the  institution  of  a 
Department  of  Preventive  Medicine,  and  the  attention  of 
your  Board  is  directed  again  to  the  desirability  of  appointing 
a  full  time  professor  in  charge.  This  is  the  next  important 
step  in  the  progress  of  the  School.  Preventive  Medicine  is 
the  great  medical  subject  of  the  future  and  should  now  be 
taught  systematically.  At  present  it  is  treated  in  different 
departments,  but  there  is  no  co-ordination  and  some  aspects 
of  it  are  not  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  students.  Permis¬ 
sion  is  again  requested  to  advertise  for  applications  to  fill  this 
important  position. 
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3.  General  Hospital. 

Building  operations  are  making  satisfactory  progress. 
The  new  service  building  is  completed  and  will  be  used  as  soon 
as  steam  from  the  new  plant  can  be  furnished  for  operation 
of  the  kitchen  equipment.  A  refrigerating  plant  is  being  in¬ 
stalled.  Contracts  have  been  signed  for  an  extension  to  the 
Empire  building  to  give  thirty  additional  private  rooms.  Final 
specifications  are  being  prepared  for  the  hospital  for  con¬ 
tagious  diseases,  and  contracts  will  be  awarded  within  the 
next  two  months.  Up  to  the  present,  about  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  has  been  spent.  The  work  on  the  joint  heat¬ 
ing  plant  is  advancing  rapidly.  This  will  be  in  operation  next 
fall. 

4.  Six  Year  Course. 

The  change  from  the  five  to  the  six  year  course  is  in  pro¬ 
gress.  The  first  and  second  years  are  now  conducted  on  this 
basis,  and  the  Faculty  is  satisfied  with  the  general  arrange¬ 
ments. 

5.  Combined  Arts  and  Medicine. 

The  combined  course  has  been  reviewed  recently  by  a 
Joint  Committee  from  Arts  and  Medicine.  The  course  will 
remain  one  of  seven  years,  the  B.A.  degree  available  on  the 
completion  of  four  years,  the  degrees  of  M.D.,  C.M.  at  the 
end  of  seven  sessions.  The  opinion  of  the  Faculty  is  that  this 
course  is  an  excellent  one,  and  recommends  it  to  the  consid¬ 
eration  of  all  matriculants. 

5.  Quackery  and  Medical  Legislation. 

Owing  to  defective  wording  of  the  definition  of  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  medicine  in  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  it  has  long  been 
impossible  to  convict  certain  unqualified  persons  of  illegal 
practice.  The  result  has  been  that  for  the  past  twenty-five 
years  any  one  may  undertake  to  treat  the  sick.  Gradually  the 
province  has  been  over-run  by  osteopaths,  cheiropractors, 
manotherapists,  and  others,  who  without  supervision  of  any 
kind  assume  to  treat  all  diseases.  The  exploitation  of  the 
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public  has  become  a  serious  menace  The  report  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  Mr.  Justice  Hodgins,  directed  the  attention  of  the 
government  to  this  and  indicated  the  legislation  necessary  to 
protect  the  public.  That  was  in  1918,  but  no  action  has  been 
taken.  At  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature  an  attempt 
was  made  to  secure  recognition  by  charter  for  the  cheiro- 
practors.  Representatives  of  the  University,  with  many 
others  interested  in  medical  education  and  practice,  attended 
the  Session  of  the  Private  Bills  Committee,  prepared  to  offer 
resistance,  but  the  charter  was  refused  after  hearing  only  the 
chief  advocate  of  the  Bill.  A  general  revision  of  the  Medical 
Act  is  highly  desirable  and  public  opinion  should  be  formed 
to  demand  it  from  the  provincial  government  which  has  been 
entirely  too  complacent  in  regard  to  well-known  infringe¬ 
ments.

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SUMMER  SCHOOL. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
Queen’s  Summer  School  for  1921. 

The  healthy  growth  of  the  School  continues.  In  1919  we 
had  203  students,  in  1920,  231,  and  in  1921,  289.  This  shows 
an  increase  of  almost  exactly  25%  for  the  year. 

This  body  of  students  was  made  up  as  follows:  4  were 
Christian  ministers  of  three  denominations,  1  was  a  Professor 
of  History  studying  German  and  Spanish,  10  were  graduates 
of  Queen’s  reviewing  or  doing  advanced  work,  1  was  a  gradu¬ 
ate  of  McGill,  12  were  intra-mural  students,  and  of  the  re¬ 
mainder  261  were  extra-mural  students  of  Queen’s.  Of  the 
289  about  270  were  teachers,  156  were  men,  133  women,  of 
whom  30  were  nuns. 

Newfoundland  furnished  1,  Nova  Scotia  1,  Prince  Ed¬ 
ward  Island  1,  Quebec  21,  Ontario  244,  Manitoba  3,  Sas¬ 
katchewan  3,  Alberta  9,  British  Columbia  3,  the  United  States 
1,  England  1,  Scotland  1.

As  in  previous  summers  the  students  exhibited  a  very 
satisfactory  degree  of  earnest  attention  to  the  work  of  the 
classes.  Professor  Jolliffe  says :  “I  have  been  greatly  im¬ 
pressed  by  the  energy  and  work  of  these  students/’  Professor 
Ballard  says :  “The  quality  of  the  work  done  is  excellent.” 

The  organization  of  the  students  for  physical  exercise, 
games,  and  other  entertainments  was  very  complete  this  year, 
with  the  desirable  result  that,  when  leaving  for  home,  many 
declared  that  they  had  been  having  an  excellent  holiday.  This 
side  of  vacation  school  activities  is  of  great  importance  to  the 
success  of  summer  study,  and  deserves  the  encouragement  and 
co-operation  of  the  University.  The  provision  of  adequate 
tennis  courts,  and  opportunity  for  instruction  in  swimming 
are  just  now  urgently  needed.  The  shower  baths  were  con¬ 
nected  with  a  small  gas  heater,  and  gave  excellent  service.  The 
Militia  Department,  through  Lieut.-Col.  George  Gillespie,  fur¬ 
nished  us  with  an  instructor,  Sgt.-Major  Gilbert,  for  the 
Strathcona  Physical  Training  Course.  A  large  class  completed 
the  Grade  B  Course  successfully,  receiving  not  only  their  cer¬ 
tificates,  but  $15.00  each.  This  Course  will  probably  be  re- 
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peated  this  year.  By  teaching  swimming  in  the  Gymnasium 
tank,  and  having  a  bathing  house  for  students  and  nurses  in 
connection  with  the  new  Heating  Plant,  we  can  enhance  the 
reputation  of  the  University  as  an  unusual  sort  of  summer 
resort  with  intellectual  attractions. 

Our  field  classes  continue  to  be  important  features ;  many 
students  being  thus  introduced  for  the  first  time  to  real  nature 
study.  One  of  our  biological  excursions  took  83  students. 
Motor  vehicles  enable  most  of  these  trips  to  be  completed  in 
a  half  day  each.  The  attempt  this  year  to  give  courses  beyond 
those  of  the  first  two  years  of  instruction  has  been  quite  suc¬ 
cessful  as  the  attendance  shows.  Advanced  courses  were 
given  in  English,  Latin,  History,  Economics,  Mathematics, Phy¬ 
sics,  Chemistry,  and  Biology.  It  is  necessary  to  extend  the 
number  of  advanced  courses  in  Chemistry  and  Biology,  and 
this  will  be  done  in  several  other  subjects  also,  by  giving  dif¬ 
ferent  courses  in  alternate  years. 

Queen’s  Summer  School  Association  was  as  usual  alert 
and  aggressive,  and  worked  hard  for  the  advancement  of  the 
School.  The  president,  C.  E.  Leppard,  B.A.,  of  Calgary,  met 
with  a  great  bereavement  in  the  death  of  his  wife  while  he 
was  here  in  attendance.  The  staff  and  students  did  what  it 
was  possible  for  friends  to  do  for  the  stricken  man.

These  officials  prepared  and  published  a  circular  while 
here,  and  are  now  preparing  a  Bulletin  to  accompany  our 
Announcement. 

To  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  great  work  done  for  the 
Summer  School  by  the  late  J.  T.  Curtis  the  students  decided

to  establish  a  Curtis  Memorial  Scholarship.  The  sum  aimed 
at  is  $2,000.  The  students  of  1921  subscribed  more  than  $400. 
They  are  canvassing  graduates  of  the  Summer  School  and 
expect  to  complete  the  amount  in  1922.  The  revenue  from  the 
Scholarship  will  be  for  a  Summer  School  student  chosen  by  a 
committee  in  accordance  with  some  plan  decided  upon  by  the 
Summer  students 

The  success  of  Queen’s  extra-mural  and  Summer  School 
work  is  discovering  to  those  responsible  for  provincial  educa¬ 
tion  the  fact  that  many  people  realize  their  ability  to  acquire 
and  their  right  to  obtain  a  better  grade  of  scholarship.  To 
meet  this  demand  will  tax  the  ability  of  all  the  Universities, 
and  friendly  co-operation  is  necessary  in  evolving  efficient  and 
economical  methods.  Already  we  are  receiving  offers  of  co¬ 
operation  in  refresher  courses  in  Latin  from  Toronto  Univer¬ 
sity.  From  Western  University  come  requests  for  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  our  organization  for  tutors  and  laboratory 
assistants.  The  University  of  New  Brunswick  has  written 
for  all  possible  information  regarding  extra-mural  and  Sum¬ 
mer  School  work.  By  constantly  improving  her  methods,  and 
developing  her  own  field,  Queen’s  can  quite  certainly  maintain 
her  position  as  leader  in  Canadian  University  Extension.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NAVIGATION. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  the  annual  report 
for  the  eighth  session  of  the  School  of  Navigation  and  for  the 
second  session  of  the  School  for  Marine  Engineers. 

The  former  school  has  just  closed  what  in  many  respects 
is  the  most  successful  season  in  its  history.  The  number  en¬ 
rolled,  while  not  as  large  as  last  year,  has  been  large  enough 
for  the  quarters  of  the  school.  The  attendance  of  the  men 
enrolled  has  been  unusually  good  and  the  interest  keen.  The 
school  opened  on  January  3rd  and  closed  April  5th,  and  was 
held  daily  from  9-12  and  2-5  except  Saturday.  The  number 
enrolled  was  thirty  and  the  average  attendance  was  seven¬ 
teen,  including  men  who  attended  for  a  short  time  only.  Of 
those  attending,  seventeen  passed  the  government  examina¬ 
tions  for  certificates  in  the  grades  mentioned  below.  Seven  sat 
for  the  more  extended  and  difficult  examinations  for  the  di¬ 
ploma  granted  by  the  university.  There  were  nine  men 
enrolled  who  had  not  sufficient  experience  to  be  eligible  for 
certificates  which  will  be  sought  later. 

There  were  a  number  of  men  from  outside  the  city  who 
came  to  Kingston  for  the  work,  which  speaks  well  for  the 
reputation  of  the  school.

The  teaching  of  Navigation  and  Rules  of  the  Road,  etc., 
was  ably  conducted  by  Capt.  A.  Barrett,  who  has  done  this 
work  for  the  past  four  seasons.  Dean  J.  C.  Connell  kindly 
consented  to  give  each  candidate  an  eyesight  examination  and 
this  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  men.  I  have  given  the 
usual  lectures  in  Magnetism  and  in  Meteorological  matters. 

The  facilities  enjoyed  by  the  men  have  been  extended  by 
the  addition  of  a  second  room  for  their  use.  This  has  in- 
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crease  d  the  efficiency  of  the  teaching  as  it  has  enabled  the 
instructor  in  charge  to  separate  the  men  trying  for  different 
grades  of  certificates. 

A  few  important  pieces  of  apparatus  are  needed  for  the 
work  of  the  school,  such  as  a  compass  complete  with  binnacle, 
a  large  globe  and  a  deviascope  for  studying  compass  adjust¬ 
ment.  With  the  addition  of  these  the  equipment  will  be  very 
complete  and  the  work  will  be  even  better  than  at  present. 

The  awarding  of  a  diploma  for  the  men  of  higher  attain¬ 
ments  is  already  attracting  the  attention  of  the  steamboat 
companies  and  in  a  few  years  will  become  a  real  factor  in  the 
improvement  of  navigation  on  the  Great  Lakes.  Only  the 
best  men  will  be  able  to  have  these  diplomas. 

The  School  for  Marine  Engineers  opened  on  January  5th 
and  closed  on  March  5th.  The  class  was  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  Mr.  Andrew  Kennedy,  holder  of  first  class  engi¬ 
neer’s  papers.  Classes  were  held  daily  in  the  afternoon, 
except  Saturday.  Beside  the  instruction  in  the  subjects  cov¬ 
ered  in  the  examination,  Professor  Arkley  gave  a  number  of 
lectures  on  topics  of  interest  to  the  men.  He  also  conducted 
tests  in  the  engine  room  which  were  attended  by  the  members 
of  the  class,  as  well  as  a  number  of  engineers  from  the  city. 
The  total  enrolment  was  ten  and  certificates  were  granted  by

In  the  summer  of  1921,  258  men  registered  as  against  186 
women.  In  the  winter  of  1921-22  there  were  enrolled  357  men 
and  278  women. 


In  January  79  students  had  classes  cancelled  by  the  De¬ 
partment  because  up  to  that  date  they  had  submitted  no  work 
in  full  courses.  During  the  winter  52  students  cancelled  all 
or  some  of  their  classes  voluntarily.  In  every  case  where  no 
work  had  been  submitted  the  fees  were  carried  over  to  the 
summer.  The  question  of  mortality  amongst  the  students  is 
an  important  one,  but  cannot  be  dealt  with  adequately  till 
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statistics  are  built  up  to  show  the  exact  percentages  and  the 
causes  for  students  dropping  classes.  It  is  expected  that  the 
new  regulation  limiting  the  number  of  classes  to  be  taken  to 
four  each  year,  and  closer  supervision  over  the  students’  work, 
will  tend  to  lessen  the  mortality. 

In  the  January  examinations  out  of  160  students  eligible 
to  write  114  took  their  examinations;  104  passed  and  10  failed. 

During  the  summer  of  1921,  62  classes  were  conducted. 
In  the  winter  session  1921-22  extra-mural  students  were  regis¬ 
tered  in  107  classes.  In  addition  four  students  were  taking 
work  during  the  winter  with  a  view  to  obtaining  their  Ph.D. 
degree. 

Efforts  are  being  made  towards  establishing  a  closer  con¬ 
trol  over  the  work  of  the  students  and  the  tutors  and  to  give 
better  service  to  both  the  students  and  the  professors.  A  little 
has  been  accomplished  in  this  direction  during  the  past  win¬ 
ter.  The  reorganization  of  a  department  with  a  continuously 
heavy  routine  is  a  slow  process  and  it  will  take  two  more  years 
of  constant  effort  and  improvement  before  the  Extra-Mural 
Department  is  functioning  as  smoothly  as  it  should.

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COURSES  IN  BANKING. 

The  total  registration  in  the  Banking  Courses  during  the 
past  year  was  406  as  compared  with  380  in  1920-1.  The  in¬ 
crease,  however,  has  come  in  the  Courses  in  Banking  Spanish 
in  which  82  students  were  doing  first  year  work  and  9  stu¬ 
dents  second  year  work  as  compared  with  39  and  13  during 
the  previous  year.  In  the  Fellows’  Course,  the  number  of 
first  year  registrants  dropped  from  148  to  136.  Previous 
registrants  numbered  179  as  compared  with  180  last  year. 

Considerably  improved  service  was  given  during  the  past 
year.  Mr.  E.  H.  Morrow  was  appointed  as  Field  Secretary  for 
the  Banking  Courses  and  gave  part  of  his  time  to  this  work. 
He  visited  the  larger  centres  in  Eastern  and  Western  Ontario, 
met  the  bank  officers  individually  and  in  conference,  explained 
the  work  of  the  Courses  and  in  some  cases  arranged  for  sup¬ 
plementary  lectures  or  the  formation  of  local  Associations 
consisting  of  students  registered  in  the  Courses.  A  number 
of  supplementary  lectures  have  been  given  at  London,  Hamil¬ 
ton  and  Belleville.

In  spite  of  the  many  counter-attractions  which  appeal  to 
the  bank  officer,  this  series  of  lectures  at  London  has  been 
very  successful  and  aroused  considerable  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  courses  and  in  the  study  of  financial  and  economic 
questions.  Such  lectures  involve  a  heavy  drain  upon  the  time 
of  the  lecturers  and  are  not  inexpensive,  but  the  bankers  will 
probably  exert  strong  pressure  for  the  expansion  of  such 
service.  Some  of  the  local  Associations  have  also  been  dis¬ 
tinctly  valuable  in  arousing  interest  and  in  providing  a  means 
whereby  junior  officers  could  meet  together  regularly  for  the 
discussion  of  problems  arising  out  of  the  Courses. 

To  what  extent  field  work  will  be  carried  on  next  year 
has  not  been  decided  but  every  effort  will  be  made  to  give  the 
student  the  maximum  of  service  for  the  fee  paid.  Supple¬ 
mentary  Courses  of  a  cultural  sort  will  be  offered  for  those 
students — and  they  are  not  a  few — who  desire  to  continue 
their  educational  work  after  they  have  completed  the  regular 
courses.  In  addition,  a  monthly  bulletin,  which  has  been 
promised  for  some  years,  will  be  issued  in  order  to  interpret 
for  the  student  current  economic  and  financial  trends. 

Mention  might  also  be  made  of  the  generosity  of  the  Im¬ 
perial  Bank  in  renewing  for  the  current  year  the  Scholarship 
which  they  established  a  year  ago  in  memory  of  a  former 
General  Manager,  Mr.  D.  R.  Wilkie.  This  scholarship  which 
is  of  the  value  of  $100  is  awarded  for  the  best  essay  submitted 
on  a  stipulated  topic  by  students  registered  in  the  Banking 
Courses.  Last  year  it  was  won  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Pohlman,  Union 
Bank  of  Canada,  Shaunavon,  Sask. 
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In  the  Associates’  Course  last  year  there  were  89  gradu¬ 
ates,  and  in  the  Fellows’  Course,  29.  This  represented  a  con¬ 
siderable  increase  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of 
students  taking  Honour  standing  on  the  aggregate  and  in 
individual  subjects  was  also  gratifyingly  large. 

ACCOUNTING  COURSES. 

An  important  addition  to  the  many-sided  service  which 
the  University  renders  to  the  Canadian  community  has  been 
the  establishment  during  the  past  year  of  the  new  Accounting 
Courses.  About  one  year  ago,  the  Institute  of  Chartered  Ac¬ 
countants  of  Ontario,  dissatisfied  with  existing  facilities  for 
providing  instruction  in  accounting  subjects,  decided  to  accept 
full  responsibility  for  the  training  of  its  future  members  and 
undertook  to  establish  official  courses  of  instruction  to  be  taken 
by  every  Ontario  student  working  toward  the  degree  of  C.A. 
In  this  step  the  Institute  was  breaking  new  ground ;  in  other 
provinces  and  in  other  countries,  examinations  are  set  by  the 
Accounting  Institutes  but  the  student  has  usually  to  depend 
on  unguided  private  study  or  on  courses  by  commercial  insti¬ 
tutions  designed  primarily  to  coach  the  student  for  an  ex¬ 
amination  rather  than  to  give  him  a  broad  and  sound  prepara¬ 
tion  for  his  profession.  Ontario’s  progressive  move  is  there¬ 
fore  being  followed  with  keen  interest  by  accountants  every¬ 
where.  Last  Fall  the  Institute  made  an  arrangement  with 
Queen’s  University  whereby  we  become  the  official  agency  of 
the  Institute  in  so  far  as  its  educational  work  is  concerned. 
Students  register  directly  with  the  Institute  which  attends  to 
all  financial  and  administrative  details,  but  Queen’s  prepares 
the  Courses  and  gives  the  actual  instruction. 

The  Courses  are  of  a  high  grade.  Junior  Matriculation 
is  a  prerequisite,  and  at  least  four  years  of  practical  work  in 
an  accountant’s  office  are  necessary  before  the  Courses  are 
completed  and  the  degree  granted.  The  work  is  carried  on  in 
three  stages — Primary,  Intermediate  and  Final — and  covers 
a  period  of  four  years.  In  addition  to  the  technical  Account¬ 
ing  and  allied  subjects,  instruction  is  provided  in  such  sub- 
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jects  as  Economics  and  Finance,  in  order  to  give  breadth  of 
view  and  to  enlarge  the  Accountant’s  field  of  service. 

The  first  term  opened  in  February  and  the  total  registra¬ 
tion  is  now  272.  This  includes  a  number  of  students  in  other 
provinces  who  have  voluntarily  come  under  the  scheme. 

The  inauguration  of  the  courses  during  the  regular  Uni¬ 
versity  session  has  given  rise  to  certain  difficulties  and  thrown 
a  heavy  burden  upon  members  of  staff.  But  the  organization 
is  being  rounded  into  shape  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that 
the  new  Courses  will  prove  the  most  complete  and  effective, 
as  they  are  the  most  ambitious  in  scope,  given  under  any 
auspices. 

Their  addition  to  our  curriculum  is  a  natural  develop¬ 
ment  of  Queen’s  pioneer  work  in  the  Banking  and  Commerce 
Courses.  We  welcome  them  for  the  opportunity  they  will  give 
to  serve  one  of  the  most  important  sections  of  the  business 
community  and  for  the  co-operation  and  goodwill  which  that 
service  should  bring.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT,  1921-1922. 

During  the  summer  the  following  additions,  including 
books,  pamphlets  and  Government  publications,  were  made  to 


the  Library:

The  changes  and  additions  made  over  a  year  ago  have  for 
the  time  facilitated  the  work  of  the  Library.  The  lower 
Library  and  consulting  room  have  been  of  great  value  in  our 
very  congested  condition,  and  under  Miss  Rayson’s  able  super- 
ivsion  have  been  much  appreciated  by  the  students  in  Political 
Science  and  History. 

The  grant  from  the  Ontario  Legislature  so  anxiously 
awaited,  has  at  last  made  possible  the  erection  of  a  new 
Library,  and  the  work  of  construction  will  be  at  once  put  in 
hand.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  before  long  it  will  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  utilize  the  resources  of  the  Library  as  never  before. 
The  unavoidable  congestion,  which  has  increased  year  after 
year,  has  hitherto  made  it  impossible  even  to  estimate  fully, 
still  less  to  use  satisfactorily,  all  the  valuable  possessions  that 
will  be  at  the  disposal  of  students  under  more  favourable  con¬ 
ditions.  We  are  especially  rich  in  archives,  documentary  re¬ 
ports  and  valuable  government  publications,  but  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  without  sufficient  space  to  have  them  adequately  cata¬ 
logued  and  made  available  for  general  use. 

In  spite  of  difficulties  unavoidable  in  our  present  quar¬ 
ters,  satisfactory  work  has  been  done,  not  only  during  the 
regular  winter  course,  but  also  during  the  session  of  the  large 
Summer  School  last  year,  and  among  extra-mural  students. 

This  last  branch  of  Library  work,  extending  as  it  does 
from  Nova  Scotia  to  Vancouver,  is  more  and  more  appreciated 
by  students  living  in  lonely  and  distant  localities,  where  it  is 
impossible  to  procure  the  books  necessary  for  their  work.  The 
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co-operation  of  the  professors  in  the  arrangement  of  essays 
has,  during  the  past  two  years,  enabled  us  to  supply  the  needed 
books  much  more  satisfactorily  than  before. 

The  work  of  re-cataloguing,  under  Miss  Subers’  direction, 
is  progressing  rapidly  and  satisfactorily,  and  we  hope  by  the 
time  we  move  to  the  new  Library  that  the  most  important  sub¬ 
jects  will  be  practically  completed,  and  the  others  well  under 
way. 

The  work  of  the  Library  has  been  to  some  extent  handi¬ 
capped  by  the  severe  illness  of  the  senior  assistant,  Miss  Kath¬ 
leen  Saunders,  last  summer,  in  consequence  of  which  she  was 
granted  leave  of  absence  till  the  close  of  this  session,  and  by 
an  accident  which  partially  disabled  the  Librarian  last  June, 
and  to  some  extent  limited  her  activities.  She  was  however 
able  to  retain  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  work,  and 
with  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Library  staff,  the  business 
of  the  Library  has  been  satisfactorily  carried  on,  and  it  is 
hoped  very  shortly  that  everything  will  return  to  the  normal 
conditions. 

Relations  with  European  countries,  which  had  been  dis¬ 
turbed  or  broken  off  during  the  war,  have  been  fully  resumed, 
and  we  are  again  receiving  our  usual  supply  of  books,  periodi¬ 
cals,  etc.,  from  France,  Germany,  Italy  and  Spain.  The  enor¬ 
mous  increase  in  the  price  of  books  has  been  to  some  extent 
counterbalanced  by  advantage  in  exchange,  but  in  the  Library 
as  in  all  other  departments,  the  cost  of  maintenance  takes  all 
our  resources.  There  is  no  department  of  the  University 
where  money  can  be  more  advantageously  used  for  the  benefit 
of  staff  and  students  alike. 

We  have  already  many  valuable  records  of  the  generosity 
of  friends  of  Queen’s  on  our  shelves,  and  however  straitened 
we  may  be  for  space,  there  is  always  room  for  donations.  Our 
collection  of  English  classical  novelists,  in  worthy  editions, 
had  its  beginning  in  a  donation  of  $100  given  many  years  ago 
for  that  purpose. 
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The  Financial  Statement  of  the  Library  for  the  session

Report  of  the  Cataloguing  Department. 

The  work  of  the  cataloguing  department  of  Queen’s 
Library  during  the  year  April  1st,  1921,  to  March  31st,  1922, 
has  progressed  satisfactorily  on  the  whole.  Compared  with 
the  preceding  year  the  results  are  gratifying,  seventeen  hun¬ 
dred  more  volumes  having  been  catalogued  this  year  than  last. 
This  is  due  partly  to  the  fact  that  during  most  of  the  year 
1920-21  there  was  a  staff  of  three  only  in  the  department,  and 
that,  in  addition  to  the  return  of  a  head  cataloguer  in  May, 
1921,  one  assistant  was  added  to  the  staff  in  October,  1921. 
No  doubt  the  increase  in  the  number  of  volumes  catalogued 
would  have  been  even  greater  if,  at  the  same  time,  we  had  not 
had  to  replace  a  very  efficient  worker  who  resigned  by  an 
untrained  assistant. 

The  work  accomplished  included  classifying  and  cata¬ 
loguing  both  the  old  and  new  books  in  history  and  allied  sub¬ 
jects  (geography,  civilization,  description  and  travel,  etc.), 
and  all  new  books  in  the  classes  previously  catalogued,  i.e. 
English  and  American  literature,  Political  Science  and  Socio¬ 
logy.  This  involved  “accessioning”  3369  volumes;  classifying 
4293  volumes;  cataloguing,  that  is,  making  catalogue  cards 
for,  4123  volumes,  which  required  15148  cards;  and  labelling 
and  placing  on  the  shelves  4505  volumes. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  building  has  resulted  in  the 
temporary  expedient  of  shelving  certain  sections  of  the  library 
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quit  e  apart  from  the  main  collection,  and  two  floors  below  the 
card  catalogue.  Therefore,  for  the  convenience  of  professors 
and  students  using  those  books,  and  of  the  assistant  in  charge 
of  them,  a  supplementary  catalogue  has  been  made.  This  is 
a  simple  author  “finding-list”  of  the  books  kept  there,  but  it 
has  increased  the  number  of  cards  needed  by  possibly  twenty 
per  cent.  Through  an  oversight,  the  number  of  these  cards 
was  not  kept  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  so  that  the 
total  number  of  cards  as  given  above  is  probably  1500  less 
than  the  actual  number  written. 

The  15000  cards  written  during  the  year  have  necessi¬ 
tated  an  enlarged  catalogue  case.  There  are  now  66  catalogue 
drawers  of  cards  instead  of  the  32  in  use  in  April,  1921. 

While  the  statistics  show  progress,  we  fear  that  in  our 
present  crowded  quarters,  with  our  small  staff  and  meagre 
equipment,  the  work  cannot  progress  with  the  rapidity  one 
would  wish  for,  for  the  good  of  the  University  and  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  research  work  in  the  library.  When  the  new 
library  building,  with  its  hoped  for  adequate  space,  light,  air, 
and  sunshine,  is  an  accomplished  fact,  we  can  expect  better 
results.  These  could  be  anticipated  in  a  measure,  if  we  could 
have  a  library  school  graduate  in  a  position  now  held  by  a 
totally  untrained  worker.  As  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
department  occur  from  time  to  time,  and  one  after  another 
untrained  assistant  is  brought  in,  much  time  is  lost  in  teaching 
her  the  rudiments  of  library  science  and  correcting  her  in¬ 
evitable  mistakes.  A  trained  cataloguer  might  demonstrate 
the  economy  of  such  an  appointment  in  a  year’s  time. 

The  work  accomplished  by  the  Cataloguing  department  is 
the  result  of  the  conscientious  endeavour  and  good  team  work 
of  the  various  members  of  the  force.  For  one  month  of  the 
year  there  was  no  Head  cataloguer  in  the  department,  and  the 
work  proceeded  under  the  general  supervision  of  Miss  Mac- 
gillivray,  the  classifier.  To  her,  and  to  Miss  Porteous,  the 
typist,  much  credit  is  due  for  their  steady,  efficient  work 
throughout  the  year.  For  the  earnestness  of  the  other  work- 
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ers  in  the  department,  and  for  the  kindly  co-operation  of  the 
members  of  the  general  library  staff,  we  are  duly  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  SCIENCE  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE. 

The  following  is  an  outline  of  the  science  research  under¬ 
taken  in  1921-22. 

Professor  L.  M.  Arkley  has  written  a  preliminary  report 
on  the  problem  of  determining  an  easy  method  of  finding  the 
velocity  of  water  flowing  in  hot  water  heating  systems.  He 
is,  also,  publishing  an  investigation  on  the  efficiency  of  an 
underfeed  hot  water  heater  in  Bulletin  No.  2  of  the  School  of 
Engineering  Research  of  Toronto  University. 

Professor  D.  M.  Jemmett  has  been  working  on  “Electro¬ 
magnetic  Radiation  from  Parallel  Conductors”  and  expects 
to  publish  an  account  of  it  during  the  summer. 

Professor  J.  K.  Robertson  is  working  on  the  “Spectro¬ 
scopic  study  of  the  Electrodeless  Discharge  in  Gases  and 
Vapours.”  The  first  paper  on  the  subject  will  appear  shortly 
in  the  Physical  Review. 

Dr.  A  LI.  Hughes  has  been  continuing  his  work  on  “Char¬ 
acteristic  X-Rays” ;  an  account  of  some  of  the  work  has  been 
published  in  the  Philosophical  Magazine  and  in  the  Trans¬ 
actions  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Canada.  In  conjunction  with 
Mr.  P.  Lowe,  he  is  investigating  some  aspects  of  the  origin  of 
the  spectrum  of  hydrogen. 

Mr.  D.  A.  Scott  is  working  under  the  direction  of  Drs. 
Neish  and  McRae  on  the  Action  of  Calcium  Bisulphite  on 

Dextrose. 

Dr.  McRae  is  investigating  (1)  the  Condensation  of  sub¬ 
stances  containing  an  active  methylene  group  with  diketones, 
(2)  the  Synthesis  of  Alkylidenecyanoacetic  Acids  and  Substi¬ 
tuted  Succinic  Acids,  and  (3)  an  Investigation  into  the  Re¬ 
actions  of  Alkylidenecyanoacetic  Acids.  Dr.  McRae  has  three 
papers  (with  Dr  Lapworth  of  Manchester)  on  work  done  by 
him  at  Manchester,  in  the  press. 

Dr.  L.  F.  Goodwin  has  been  working  with  Mr.  D.  0.  Not- 
man  on  a  research  trying  to  establish  the  connection  between 
the  wetted  surface  of  filling  materials,  and  with  Mr.  K.  L. 
McAlpine  on  a  method  for  determining  very  small  amounts  of

carbon  dioxide  in  solution.  He  has,  also,  a  research  in  pro¬ 
gress  on  the  Interchangeability  of  Bases  in  Permutit.  He 
expects  to  have  two  papers  published  during  the  summer. 

Dr.  A  C.  Neish  has  published,  with  Mr.  J.  W.  Burns,  a 
paper  on  the  “Utilization  of  the  Common  Milkweed.” 

Professor  R.  0.  Earl  has  two  researches  in  progress  on 
the  investigation  of  Interspecific  Hybrids  of  Genus  Crepis  and 
on  bud  mutation  in  Begonia. 

Professor  A.  B.  Klugh  has  completed  researches  on  “Eco¬ 
logical  Polymorphism  in  Enteromorpha  crinita,”  “The  Plunger 
Pipette,”  “Temperature  and  the  Biota  of  Tide  Pools,”  “Poly¬ 
morphism  in  the  Genus  Amoeba,”  and  “A  New  Ostracod  from 
Eastern  Canada.”  This  will  be  published  during  the  coming 
year. 

Dr.  G  B.  Reed  has  completed  a  research  on  bacterial  pig¬ 
ments  (in  conjunction  with  Dr.  J.  J.  MacLeod),  and  a  re¬ 
search  on  the  relation  of  hydrogen  ion  concentration  to  the 
structure  of  bacteria  (in  conjunction  with  Messrs  J.  H.  Orr 
and  W.  D.  Day) .  He  has  in  progress  the  following  researches, 

(1)  the  ionization  of  certain  protoplasmic  constituents,  and 

(2)  the  respiratory  enzymes  of  anerabic  bacteria. 

Professor  E.  L.  Bruce  investigated  the  iron  ores  occur¬ 
ring  at  Lake  St.  Joseph;  the  results  will  be  published  by  the 
Ontario  Department  of  Mines. 

The  following  received  research  grants  during  the  past 
year  from  the  Finance  and  Estate  Committee  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Science  Research  Committee:

The  intra-mural  registration  of  women  students  for  the 
session  of  1922-23  is  243.  Of  this  number  83  registered  this 
year  for  the  first  time,  and  12  who  had  previously  begun  their 
work  extra-murally  first  became  intra-mural  students.

One  woman  student  withdrew  entirely  in  February  be¬ 
cause  of  serious  illness,  two  went  to  Teachers’  College  at 
Toronto  after  Christmas,  having  completed  their  Arts  course, 
and  two,  living  in  the  city,  were  transferred  to  the  Extra¬ 
mural  Department  because  of  ill-health. 

The  health  record  for  this  year  is,  however,  exceptionally 
good.  There  have  been  of  course  numerous  minor  illnesses 
necessitating  short  periods  in  the  hospital,  one  case  of  appen¬ 
dicitis  requiring  an  operation,  and  one  very  serious  case  of 
blood-poisoning;  but  happily  all  are  on  the  road  to  recovery 
and  all  but  one  are  writing  their  examinations.  The  new 
system  of  health  insurance  has  found  favour  with  the 
students,  and  when  all  the  details  have  been  worked  out,  I 
am  sure  the  arrangement  will  prove  a  great  boon  to  all  con¬ 
cerned. 
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It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  Miss  Mildred  Hallett  won 
the  Arts  Research  Travelling  Fellowship  of  $500,  offered  for 
the  first  time  this  year,  and  that  Miss  Agnes  MacKercher  was 
awarded  one  of  the  Arts  Resident  Fellowships  of  $250.  Such 
incentives  as  these  are  sure  soon  to  arouse  keener  interest  in 
•high  standards  of  scholarship  among  Queen’s  students. 

My  work  as  Dean  of  Women  has  not  differed  greatly  this 
past  year  from  that  of  previous  years,  except  that  during  the 
Summer  School  of  1921  I  kept  office  hours  every  morning  from 
nine  to  twelve  o’clock,  and  found  my  time  fully  occupied  with 
the  problems  of  Summer  School  students  in  planning  their 
Courses.  I  shall  continue  this  work  during  the  Summer  School 
of  1922.

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING  FOR  SEASON, 
1921-22. 

Physical  training  for  first  year  students  has  been  carried 
on  uninterruptedly  during  the  past  session  with  good  results, 
and  without  a  single  accident  in  the  gymnasium  to  mar  the 
work. 

Science,  Arts  and  Medical  students  have  attended  classes 
without  compulsion  and  seemed  to  enjoy  the  periods  of  train¬ 
ing. 

The  medical  examinations,  which  were  conducted  by  Dr. 
Macdonald  under  more  favorable  conditions  than  formerly, 
showed  some  interesting  features,  and  the  absolute  need  for 
a  thorough  medical  examination  as  the  basis  for  directing  the 
future  athletic  career  of  each  student. 

Remedial  work  for  flat  foot,  round  shoulders,  scoliosis, 
flat  and  hollow  chests,  has  been  given  regularly  on  the  gym¬ 
nasium  floor  and  I  have  also  augmented  the  same  by  written 
prescription  of  home  work  in  many  cases  that  required  more 
careful  attention. 

Boxing,  Wrestling  and  Fencing  have  been  taught  and 
large  classes  in  each  sport  turned  out  three  times  a  week. 
While  these  do  not  come  under  physical  training  as  applied  to 
first  year  students,  we  find  them  taking  up  the  work  with 
enthusiasm  and  it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  two-thirds  of 
the  winners  of  Queen’s  Assault-at-Arms  were  first  year  stu¬ 
dents. 

Classes  have  been  held  since  Nov.  1st  for  members  of  the 

staff  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from  5  to  6  p.m.  Fifteen 

✓ 

members  have  been  more  or  less  regular  in  attendance,  and 
have  benefited  greatly,  not  only  from  the  exercises  and  drills 
given,  but  from  the  splendid  spirit  of  comradeship  which  has 
prevailed  throughout.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  they  have 
defeated  the  best  teams  from  first  years  of  Science,  Arts  and 
Medicine  by  decisive  scores.  The  splendid  condition  shown 
by  them  in  these  matches  has  been  noted  by  all  students  and 
commented  upon,  and  is  a  rather  unique  testimonial  to  the 
value  of  regular  exercise  irrespective  of  age. 
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It  is  my  intention  to  institute  a  set  of  standards  for  all 
gymnasium  work  and  make  each  student,  physically  fit,  ap¬ 
proach  these,  in  order  to  complete  his  term  of  compulsory 
physical  training.  This  will  tend  to  increase  the  interest  in 
the  work  and  will  allow  a  student  to  advance  to  another  sec¬ 
tion  as  his  progress  warrants. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Physical  Education  Committee 
co-operate  with  the  Medical  Adviser  and  myself  in  having 
cards  printed  with  recognized  standard  exercises  designed  to 
assist  the  physical  director  in  the  matter  of  remedial  work. 
I  have  studied  those  issued  by  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  find  them  excellent  for  this  purpose  and  a  constant  in¬ 
centive  to  the  student  to  continue  work  given  for  his  special 
case. 

I  have  also  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  with  the  girls  in  all 
their  work  and  enjoy  helping  them  in  their  endeavors. 

I  think  some  definite  arrangement  should  be  made  in 
class  schedules  so  that  first  year  students  can  be  medically 
examined  within  two  weeks  after  entering  College.  It  has 
been  found  necessary  in  several  Colleges  to  use  drastic  mea¬ 
sures  in  order  to  enforce  the  regulations.  It  is  not  that  stu¬ 
dents  wish  to  avoid  medical  examination,  but  they  find  a  place 
in  some  sport  which  practises  from  4  to  6  p.m.  and  therefore 
are  unable  to  fill  the  medical  adviser’s  appointment  which 
usually  is  issued  for  those  periods.  It  is  very  desirable,  as  a 
safeguard  to  the  University,  that  every  man  entering  sport 
have  a  thorough  examination  in  order  that  undue  strain  may 
not  be  imposed  on  perhaps  an  already  weak  heart;  and  only 
through  this  may  we  hope  to  combat  serious  injury  to  en¬ 
thusiastic  but  over-zealous  students. 

May  I  again  point  out  the  advisability  of  making  com¬ 
pulsory  training  cover  a  period  of  two  sessions  instead  of  one, 
as  at  present.  It  will  improve  the  athletic  situation  and  will 
in  no  small  measure  assist  in  the  general  health  of  the  student 
body. 

Trusting  this  report  will  be  satisfactory.

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REPORT  OF  WOMEN’S  BRANCH  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION. 

Owing  to  the  unusual  size  of  the  Freshette  class,  the 
actual  gym.  work  was  delayed,  as  before  classes  could  be 
organized  each  girl  had  to  be  thoroughly  examined  by  Dr. 
Macdonald  and  myself.  Only  four  cases  out  of  the  entire  class 
of  ninety-three  were  found  unfit  for  the  required  amount  of 
physical  training.  The  average  girl  was  well  developed, 
although  the  majority  had  slight  shoulder  droops,  and  we 
found  a  few  cases  of  scoliosis.  In  November  a  special  class 
was  formed  to  assist  girls  to  correct  these  faults.  There  were 
two  cases  which  were  beyond  remedial  treatment,  being 
structural. 

Field  hockey  proved  very  successful.  After  a  month’s 
practice  the  interyear  games  were  played  off  on  the  Lower 
campus,  1923  winning  the  championship.  Field  hockey  is  one 
of  the  most  beneficial  games  college  girls  play.  The  large 
number  required  to  play  it,  the  great  amount  of  running, 
give  a  girl  stamina  and  pluck,  enable  her  to  gain  poise; 
stick-handling  demands  coordination  and  most  of  all  it  is  a 
game  that  must  be  played  out  of  doors. 

Basketball  was  again  the  leading  sport.  This  year  the 
Women’s  Intercollegiate  Basketball  tournament  was  held  in 
Toronto,  teams  from  McGill,  Toronto  and  Queen’s  participat¬ 
ing.  Although  we  lost,  the  girls  showed  vast  improvement 
over  last  year.  We  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  lack 
of  material  and  teams  in  Kingston  which  we  can  compete 
against,  while  the  other  universities  can  play  matches  with 
their  own  colleges.  The  trip  was  the  team’s  first  one  and  the 
impressions  gained  at  Toronto  will  be  lasting  ones.  Aside 
from  the  pleasure  of  playing  was  the  knowledge  they  gained 
by  contact  and  meeting  girls  from  two  different  universities, 
with  vastly  different  ideas.  The  greatest  benefit  of  this  Inter¬ 
collegiate  sport,  aside  from  the  value  of  learning  to  play  for 
sports’  sake  and  not  to  win  at  any  cost,  is  the  associations. 
The  spirit  of  good  fellowship  and  clean  playing  was  good  to 
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see,  and  I  hope  that  whatever  happens,  the  girls  of  this  uni¬ 
versity  will  not  be  deprived  of  their  one  Intercollegiate  sport. 

Inter-year  games  were  played  in  ice  hockey;  the  teams 
really  gave  splendid  exhibitions  of  good  skating  and  a  fair 
knowledge  of  the  game.  Some  of  the  games  were  played  on 
days  when  the  ice  was  covered  with  water  but  the  girls  showed 
little  concern.  Certainly  if  sport  does  nothing  else  it  makes 
a  girl  unafraid  of  discomforts,  it  makes  her  capable,  quick¬ 
witted,  and,  above  all,  thoughtful  of  others. 

For  three  months  I  held  a  class  for  girls  wishing  to  learn 
playground  work  and  Physical  Education  as  taught  in  the 
rural  schools.  Many  girls  teach  in  the  summer  in  small 
schools  and  need  a  fair  amount  of  practical  experience  in 
giving  commands  and  games. 

The  gymnasium  classes  were  well  attended,  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  health  of  the  girls  was  excellent.  The  year’s  work  was 
concluded  with  an  exhibit,  giving  an  idea  of  the  kind  of  work 
the  girls  are  doing  each  day.  I  have  found  that  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  Swedish  and  German  gymnastics  has  proved  the  most 
satisfactory.

His  place  is  taken  by  Capt.  Skinner,  and  Mr.  Macgillivray  has 
been  appointed  Adjutant  in  Captain  Skinner’s  place.

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COMMITTEE  ON  ART  AND  PUBLIC  LECTURES. 

The  Committee  on  Art  was  reconstituted  at  the  end  of 
last  session  by  the  Senate  to  manage  the  programme  in  art 
and  the  public  University  lectures  which  had  been  inaugurated 
in  1920-21. 

1.  Music.  The  first  care  of  the  Committee  was  to  provide 
a  series  of  concerts  such  as  are  usually  heard  in  great  musical 
centres  Three  concerts  were  arranged : 

October  27 :  Bertha  Crawford,  coloratura  soprano ;  Doug¬ 
las  Stanbury,  baritone;  Harry  Adaskin,  violinist;  Harvey 
Robb,  Mus.  Soc.,  at  the  piano. 

January  30:  Myra  Hess,  pianist. 

February  28 :  The  Flonzaley  String  Quartette. 

The  audiences  at  these  concerts  fully  justified  expectation. 

The  Committee  also  arranged  that  some  special  concerts 
should  be  given  under  the  auspices  of  the  University,  without 
incurring  any  financial  responsibility.  Two  concerts  of  this 
kind  have  been  given  in  the  second  semester.  At  the  first  a 
crowded  audience  greeted  Dame  Butt  and  her  party;  it  was 
a  pleasure  to  welcome  the  band  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Horse 
Artillery  under  Captain  Light  at  the  second.  This  scheme  is 
capable  of  considerable  development  in  future  years.  It  may 
be  mentioned  that  special  terms  were  given  to  students  at 
these  concerts,  as  at  the  University  concerts. 

2.  Lectures.  Two  courses  of  Lectures  were  given  this 
session,  both  on  the  consequences  of  the  war.  The  Committee 
feel  that,  so  far  as  funds  permit,  the  policy  of  arranging 
courses  should  be  followed  in  future  years,  in  addition  to  single 
lectures. 

Baron  Korff,  late  Assistant-Governor  of  Finland,  visited 
the  University  in  November  and  gave  a  course  of  lectures  on 
The  Russian  Revolution.  In  January,  Professor  A.  E.  Zim- 
mern  delivered  three  lectures  on  The  World  after  the  War . 
In  addition  both  lecturers  held  discussions  with  the  students 
of  the  University. 
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The  other  lectures  given  during  the  session  were  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

Oct.  17 — Sir  Bertram  Windle,  Roman  Cities  in  Britain. 

Nov.  14  and  15 — Dr.  Edward  Sapir,  Dominion  Anthro¬ 
pologist,  The  West  Coast  Indians;  French  Canadian  Folk 
Songs.  By  kind  permission  of  the  Commandant,  the  second 
lecture  was  illustrated  by  a  chorus  of  cadets  from  the  Royal 
Military  College,  under  M.  Marion. 

Feb.  15 — Sir  Edmund  Walker,  Japanese  Prints.  This 
lecture  was  arranged  in  connexion  with  the  exhibition  of 
Japanese  prints  lent  by  the  lecturer. 

Feb.  27 — Dean  Macleod,  University  of  Toronto,  Colour. 

March  25 — Professor  Bancroft,  Cornell  University,  Struc¬ 
tural  Colour  in  Birds.  (This  lecture  was  arranged  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Queen’s  University  students’  branch  of  the 
Canadian  Institute  of  Chemistry). 

The  Committee  have  this  year  offered  their  services  to 
Queen’s  Alumni  Associations  for  arranging  lectures,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  continue  and  extend  a  practice  which  makes  the 
visiting  lecturers  available  for  graduates  of  the  University. 

3.  Exhibition  of  pictures.  By  the  kindness  of  Sir  Edmund 
Walker  a  set  of  eighty  Japanese  prints  was  exhibited  in  the 
Arts  building  during  February.  These  beautiful  specimens  of 
the  popular  art  were  highly  appreciated. 

4.  Finance.  The  Committee  set  aside  the  greater  part  of 
their  grant  to  meet  a  possible  deficit  on  the  concerts,  and  this 
necessity  to  some  extent  hampered  them  in  their  plans  for  the 
other  parts  of  their  programme  It  should  be  mentioned  that 
the  Committee  of  the  Ladies’  Musical  Society  most  generously 
offered  a  sum  of  money  as  an  additional  guarantee.  That  it 
has  happily  not  been  necessary  to  draw  on  this  money  does  not 
diminish  the  gratitude  of  the  Committee  for  an  active  interest 
that  has  shown  itself  in  more  than  one  way.  The  Committee 
have  been  able  to  offer  a  larger  programme  than  their  grant 
seemed  to  allow  through  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  Institute 
for  International  Education,  to  whose  directors  they  extend 
their  special  thanks. 
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The  grant  for  the  session  was  $1,200  and  the  receipts 
from  the  concerts  amounted  to  $1,661.20;  the  total  expendi¬ 
ture  was  $2,512.15.  This  leaves  a  credit  balance  on  the  year’s 
work  of  $349.05.* 

5.  It  remains  to  thank  the  many  people,  now  too  numer¬ 
ous  to  name,  who  have  given  their  time  and  advice  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  framing  and  carrying  out  this  programme.  The 
Committee  have  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  their  work 
will  be  continued  in  an  atmosphere  of  interest  and  good  will 
that  will  ensure  success.

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REPORT  ON  FIFTH  FIELD  COMPANY  FOR  1921-22. 

The  total  period  of  training  carried  during  this  season 
was  nine  days.  The  reduction  from  the  customary  twelve  is 
the  result  of  reduced  grant  for  such  purposes.  In  the  Fifth 
Field  Company  training  was  started  on  Nov.  15,  1921,  and 
seven  and  a  half  days’  training  were  completed  before  the 
Christmas  vacation.  The  remaining  one  and  one-half  days 
were  carried  out  after  the  New  Year. 

The  result  of  the  training  was  excellent  and  the  unit  was 
highly  praised  by  the  G.O.C.  of  M.D.  No.  3  on  his  annual 
inspection  held  on  Jan.  21,  1922. 

Complete  equipment  for  model  bridging  and  for  model 
trenches  in  sand  has  been  purchased  so  that  this  class  of  field 
engineering  can  be  done  quite  well. 

During  the  training  period  work  of  this  character  was 
done  on  two  afternoons  per  week  from  four  till  six,  and  a  full 
parade  held  in  uniform  on  each  Saturday  afternoon  till  the 
required  number  of  days’  drill  was  completed. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  whereby  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  5th  F.  C.  can  take  the  regular  examinations  of  the 
Officers’  Training  Corps.  Under  this  arrangement  six  of  the 
unqualified  officers  and  N.C.O.s  of  the  unit  took  this  examina¬ 
tion  in  March  of  this  year.  This  privilege  will  greatly  facili¬ 
tate  the  training  of  members  of  this  company  for  engineer 
officers. 

The  total  enrolment  of  the  company  is  now  158  of  all 
ranks.

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REPORT  OF  ATHLETIC  BOARD  OF  CONTROL. 

The  Athletic  Board  of  Control  as  constituted  in  1920  has 
proved  to  be  a  success  and  for  the  session  of  1921-22  worked 
with  perfect  harmony  as  a  body  controlling  athletics  at  Queen’s 
University.  It  has  at  tjhe  present  time  14  members.  The  offi¬ 
cers  for  the  past  session  have  been  as  follows :

The  Session  just  past  has  been  an  eventful  one  at  Queen’s 
University.  It  has  marked  the  opening  of  the  splendid  gift, 
the  George  Richardson  Memorial  Stadium,  which  gives  to  the 
University  one  of  the  best  playing  fields  on  the  continent;  also 
the  Jock  Harty  Arena  which  places  Queen’s  in  the  enviable 
position  of  being  the  only  University  in  Canada  owning  its 
own  rink.  These  splendid  additions  to  the  equipment  of  the 
Athletic  Board  of  Control  were  only  achieved  after  a  great 
deal  of  hard  work  by  members  of  the  executive.  We  are  sure 
the  graduate  and  student  body  appreciate  the  hard  work  done 
by  the  Board  of  Control. 

Results  obtained  by  the  teams : 

1.  Rugby:  (a)  Seniors  won  their  home  games  and,  al¬ 
though  badly  beaten  in  Montreal,  came  within  one  point  of 
winning  their  first  championship  since  1914. 

(b)  Intermediates  lost  to  R.M.C.  one  game  and  tied  the 
second. 
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(c)  Juniors  won  the  Junior  Intercollegiate  championship, 
being  beaten  for  the  Dominion  title  after  a  hard  fought  game. 

2.  Track:  Although  the  Intercollegiate  meet  was  held  at 

Kingston,  our  track  team  made  a  poor  showing.  With  a  new 
track  and  training  quarters  we  look  for  a  revival  in  track 
athletics.  1 

3.  Boxing,  Wrestling  and  Fencing:  A  good  team  was  sent 
to  Toronto  to  the  Intercollegiate  meet,  but  we  were  only  able 
to  win  one  event,  the  115  lb.  boxing.  We  had  a  splendid  dual 
meet  with  Yale  University  at  Kingston,  winning  two  and  los¬ 
ing  three  bouts.  This  was  a  creditable  showing  against  this 
strong  American  University. 

4.  Hockey:  (a)  Seniors,  although  beaten  in  all  games,  the 
team  made  a  creditable  showing,  especially  against  McGill  at 
Montreal,  where  they  were  beaten  by  one  goal  after  30  minutes 
overtime.  They  also  played  a  splendid  game  against  Varsity 
at  Kingston. 

(b)  Intermediate  0.  H  A.  team:  Beaten  in  the  first  round 
by  Belleville  after  some  splendid  contests. 

Intercollegiate :  Won  championship  without  a  loss. 

(c)  Junior  O.H.Arteam  lost  in  second  round  to  St.  An¬ 
drew’s  College  of  Toronto. 

Intercollegiate  team  won  championship  without  a  loss. 

This  is  the  second  year  in  succession  that  Queen’s  has 
won  the  Intermediate  and  Junior  championships. 

5.  Basketball:  The  basketball  team  made  a  very  strong 
showing,  defeating  Varsity  at  Kingston  and  losing  out  to 
McGill  by  a  few  points.  Prospects  for  the  coming  year  are 
good. 

6.  Tennis  :  In  the  Intercollegiate  Tournament  one  of  our 
players  lost  out  in  the  finals  after  a  very  close  contest. 

7.  Soccer:  Defeated  by  Varsity  at  Toronto  and  Kingston. 
The  team  won  the  Kingston  and  District  league,  winning  the 
Whig  cup. 

Physical  education  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Bews  and 
the  Board  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
enthusiastic  work  of  Mr.  Bews  in  supervising  the  classes.

Among  the  ladies  physical  education  and  athletics  gen¬ 
erally  were  carried  on  by  Miss  O’Connor  for  the  University 
and  the  Athletic  Board  co-operated  with  Miss  O’Connor  by 
placing  all  the  equipment  at  her  disposal  for  a  large  part  of 
each  day. 

Mr.  W.  Hughes  looked  alter  the  training  of  the  different 
teams  and  was  coach  of  boxing,  and  the  Board  appreciate  his 
conscientious  work. 

The  Plant  under  control  of  the  Athletic  Board  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  : 

(a)  Gymnasium:  The  Gymnasium  is  as  complete  as  it  is 
possible  to  make  it,  being  well  looked  after,  having  lockers, 
showers,  steam  and  plunge  baths. 

(b)  George  Richardson  Memorial  Stadium:  In  this  splen¬ 
did  gift  the  University  has  acquired  a  field  second  to  none, 
and  the  football,  track  and  harrier  squads  have  every  facility, 
which  should  assist  them  with  their  training. 

(c)  Rink:  The  Jock  Harty  Arena  has  an  ice  space  of 
80  x  200,  with  splendid  dressing  rooms  for  skaters  and  hockey 
players.  This  is  a  splendid  addition  to  our  equipment. 

(d)  The  lower  campus  and  the  old  athletic  grounds  are 
available  for  the  soccer  and  surplus  football  material. 

(e)  The  Tennis  Courts  are  being  put  in  shape  for  the 
Summer  School  and  for  tennis  during  the  coming  season. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  considerable  optimism  to

the  coming  year’s  activities,  not  only  from  a  playing  stand¬ 
point  but  also  in  a  financial  way.  The  student  body  is  show¬ 
ing  much  enthusiasm  and  the  Senate  and  Staff  have 
co-operated  in  every  way  and  have  allowed  us  to  raise  the 
Athletic  fee  to  help  finance  athletics  for  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALMA  MATER  SOCIETY. 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Alma  Mater  Society  were  held 
each  Saturday  evening  throughout  both  terms.  The  attend¬ 
ance  was  generally  fair,  in  some  cases  quite  large,  but  falling 
off  when  April  ushered  in  the  month  of  examinations. 

Early  in  the  fall  term  a  Students’  Directory  was  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Society  and  distributed  free  to  every  student.  It 
contained,  by  Faculties  and  Years,  the  name,  address  and 
phone  number  of  practically  every  student  taking  intra-mural 
classes. 

The  initiations  in  the  various  faculties  were  generally 
unsatisfactory.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  devise  new 
methods  for  initiating  the  Freshmen.  Many  excellent  sug¬ 
gestions  were  given  by  members  of  the  Senate  and  these  were 
incorporated  in  the  report  of  this  Committee.  At  a  session 
of  the  adjourned  Annual  Meeting  this  report  was  adopted  and 
became  a  part  of  the  Society’s  Constitution.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  initiations  of  the  future,  which  will  be  conducted  by  the 
Faculty  Society,  rather  than  by  the  Sophomore  Year,  will  be 
safer,  saner  and  more  satisfactory. 

In  accordance  with  the  decisions  of  the  Faculty  Societies, 
no  parade  was  held  in  the  fall.  This  occasioned  considerable 
discussion  which  resulted  in  the  Society  providing  that  a 
Students’  Parade  shall  be  held  each  year  in  the  fall  term. 

The  election  system  which  was  adopted  last  session  proved 
somewhat  disappointing.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  all  offices, 
except  the  Presidency,  were  contested  by  students  of  the  same 
Faculty,  the  competition  was  not  so  keen  as  in  previous  years. 
As  a  consequence,  the  Society  returned  to  its  old  form  of  elec¬ 
tion  modified  by  a  few  minor  changes.  A  rousing  election  is 
anticipated  for  next  November. 

At  a  special  meeting  held  in  December,  a  Theatre  Night 
Committee  was  appointed  to  provide  a  programme  for  a 
Students’  night  at  the  theatre.  This  Committee  worked 
faithfully  and  so  quickly  that  the  Theatre  Night  was  held  to¬ 
ward  the  end  of  February.  It  proved  a  marked  success  in 
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every  way  and  in  response  to  popular  wishes  it  was  repeated 
about  a  week  later.  The  Society  has  made  provision  for  the 
Theatre  Night  Committee  of  next  session  and  it  is  expected 
that  Theatre  Night  will  be  held  some  time  in  the  fall  term, 
probably  the  night  before  the  annual  election  of  officers. 

Athletics  in  the  University  have  received  new  incentive 
in  the  completion  of  the  new  Stadium  and  Rink.  Details  re¬ 
garding  these  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Athletic 
Board  of  Control. 

The  Journal  has  been  efficiently  edited  and  managed  and 
has  been  an  almost  indispensable  part  of  each  student’s  college 
life. 

The  Dramatic  Club  produced  two  excellent  plays  in  Grant 
Hall,  one  before  the  Christmas  vacation  and  the  other  in 
February.  Grant  Hall  was  used  because  suitable  agreement 
could  not  be  reached  with  the  manager  of  the  Opera  House. 

Social  evenings  were  of  almost  weekly  occurrence,  and 
were  largely  attended.  The  Social  Functions  Committee  re¬ 
vised  its  Constitution  in  the  spring  term  with  a  view  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  social  functions  less  like  the  formal  dances,  to  which 
they  have  gradually  been  approaching. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  Society  had  occasion  to  meet 
once  in  the  fall  term  and  once  in  the  late  spring  to  deal  with 
breach  of  discipline. 

The  spring  term  has  been  marked  with  great  activity  in 
revising  the  whole  Constitution  of  the  Society  and  several  of 
its  subordinate  Committees.  It  is  hoped  that  the  changes  thus 
made  will  fulfil  what  is  expected  of  them.  On  the  whole,  the 
Society  has  had  a  very  successful  year  and  we  may  expect 
still  greater  results  from  it  during  the  next  session.

The  Queen’s  University  Alumnae  Association  submits 
the  following-  report: 

The  report  of  this  Association  for  the  year  ending  Octo¬ 
ber,  1921,  is  one  of  progress.  Our  membership  for  1921  was 
275,  an  increase  of  65.  The  Alumnae  News,  the  annual  bul¬ 
letin,  has  also  increased  in  size.  The  present  editor,  Miss 
Charlotte  Whitton,  is  the  first  to  succeed  in  securing  adver¬ 
tisements  for  the  News,  thus  making  it  possible  to  have  a 
more  ambitious  paper,  without  an  increased  drain  on  the 
treasury.  The  use  of  the  directory  lists  by  the  Registrar’s 
Office  has  also  been  arranged  for. 

The  social  function  of  the  annual  meeting,  held  Novem¬ 
ber  5th,  took  the  form  of  a  dinner  in  Grant  Hall,  the  speakers 
of  the  occasion  being  the  members  of  the  Association  repre¬ 
senting  some  of  the  various  lines  of  work  which  our  gradu¬ 
ates  are  entering.  Among  the  guests  of  the  evening  were  the 
girls  of  the  graduating  class. 

The  July  meeting  for  those  gathered  in  Toronto  during 
the  summer  was  held  in  Argyle  House  and  took  the  form  of  a 
social  evening  with  an  address  by  Mrs.  Duncan  Gillies  on  the 
work  of  the  Federation  of  University  Women’s  Clubs  in 
Canada,  with  which  we  are  affiliated. 

The.  Residence  Fund  also  shows  an  increase.  A  year  ago 
we  reported  $59,298.04.  This  year  we  have  paid  in  a  total 
of  $68,160.90.  It  is  the  ardent  wish  of  the  Association  to 
complete  our  $80,000  this  year  in  order  that  the  building  may 
be  begun  in  the  spring  of  1923.  A  book  of  views  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  is  in  course  of  preparation,  and  will  be  sold  in  aid  of 
the  Residence  Fund.  These  views  are  placed  at  the  disposi¬ 
tion  of  a  committee  of  the  Association  by  Judge  Lavell,  to 
whom  we  wish  to  express  our  warmest  thanks. 

The  lease  of  the  Avonmore,  which  is  being  managed  by 
a  committee  of  the  Association  as  a  Woman’s  Residence,  ex- 
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pi  res  in  1923.  The  committee  in  charge  is  looking  forward  to 
continuing  its  work  in  the  house  formerly  occupied  by  Dr. 
Goodwin  on  Alice  street,  and  recently  acquired  by  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  This  building  will  make  an  excellent  annex  to  the 
main  Residence  and  Women’s  Building  which  will  be  erected 
just  across  the  way.
